D6vonport  Mourned. 

The  Plymouth  and  District  Chemists'  Association  have  lost 
their  solicitor,  Mr.  T.  W.  Martyn,  Mayor  of  Devonport.  He 
died  on  September  23,  after  an  illness  of  only  two  days.  Mr. 
Martyn  took  a  keen  interest  in  the  Association,  at  a  special 
meeting  of  which,  on  September  25,  a  vote  of  condolence  was 
passed.  The  President  (Mr.  C.  J.  Park)  and  Secretary  (Mr. 
James  Cocks),  with  many  chemists,  attended  the  funeral. 

The  Bradford  Beginning. 

The  members  of  the  Bradford  and  District  Chemists" 
Association  held  their  first  annual  meeting  at  the  Royal 
Hotel,  Bradford,  on  Wednesday,  September  23,  Mr.  Edward 
Mackay  (President)  in  the  chair.  The  committee,  in  their 
report,  congratulated  the  members  on  the  success  of  the 
Society.  Theie  are  names  of  thirty-five  members  on  the 
books,  and  thirty-seven  have  paid  subscriptions  (19Z.  13s.  6^.). 
The  Council  ha?e  met  ten  times,  the  members  thrice,  and 
there  was  the  big  anti-cuttiDg  meeting  in  May.  A  balance 
of  10c'  5s  2d.  remains  to  commence  the  work  of  another  year. 
On  the  motion  of  the  President,  seconded  by  Mr.  Hy.  Dunn, 
and  supported  hy  Mr.  Rimmington,  the  reports  were  adopted. 
Two  alterations  in  the  rules  were  then  made,  and  the  follow- 
ing office-bearers  were  reelected: — President,  Mr.  B. 
Mackay ;  Vice-presidents,  Messrs.  George  Rimmington  and 
Hy.  Dunn ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  R.  W.  Silson ;  and  Secretary, 
Mr.  S.  Norman  Pickaid,  74  Manningham  Lane.  There  were 
twelve  candidates  for  six  seats  on  the  Council,  and,  a  ballot 
being  taken,  the  following  were  elected: — Messrs.  J.  A. 
Mitchell,  J.  M.  Newbould,  H.  Rogerson,  F.  K.  Taylor,  A.  H. 
Wciddington,  and  D.  W.  R.  Wilson.  The  President  was 
heartily  thanked  for  his  services  ;  this  on  the  motion  of  the 
Secretary,  seconded  by  the  Treasurer. 

Price  and  Penley. 

Last  week  Price's  Patent  Candle  Company  invited  a  party  of 
the  chemists  who  were  attending  the  British  Association 
meeting  to  visit  their  works  at  Bromborough  Pool.  When  it 
came  to  the  toasts  after  luncheon,  Mr.  T.  C.  Wright,  chair- 
man of  the  company,  made  an  interesting  speech,  replying  to 
the  toast  of  himself  and  compmy.  He  said  the  company 
was  established  by  Mr.  William  Wilson  and  his  two  sons,  of 
whom  only  one — Mr.  George  Ferguson  Wilson — now  survived. 
Tbey  might  ask  where  the  name  of  Price  came  in.  The 
fact  was  there  never  was  a  Mr.  Price  connected  with  it. 


Edward  Price  was  a  sort  of  "  Charley's  Aunt,"  and  he  was 
glad  it  was  still  running.  When  Mr.  Wilson  found  the  busi- 
ness too  large  for  his  private  means,  he  took,  with  others,  a 
Mr.  Benjamin  Lancaster  into  partnership.  When  they  cast 
about  for  a  name  for  the  company,  they,  being  Russian 
brokers,  did  not  wish  to  associate  their  names  with  the  mak- 
ing of  candles,  but  Mr.  Lancaster  had  an  aunt,  Mrs.  Price, 
and  they  called  the  firm  "  E.  Price  &  Co."  When  the  firm 
became  bigger  they  changed  the  "  E."  to  "  Edward."  People 
of  the  name  of  Price  had  assured  him  their  grandfather  or 
uncle  was  the  founder  of  Price's  Candle  Company,  but  he 
had  to  disillusionise  them.  Since  it  became  a  joint- stock 
company  it  had  continued  to  improve  in  business,  and  even 
grew  younger  and  more  vigorous  year  by  year.  When  he- 
looked  back  upon  his  boyhood,  and  recoil 3cted  that  then  he 
snuffed  candles  with  his  fingers— and  alterwards  wiped  them 
upon  his  trousers — he  thought  what  a  stride  had  been  made 
in  candle-making  since  those  days.  Bnt  their  manufactures 
went  far  beyond  candle- making.  The  Bromborough  Pool 
works  were  only  an  auxiliary  factory,  their  chief  place  being 
at  Battersea.  Their  trade- mark  of  a  ship  under  full  sail  was 
copied  from  the  menu-card  of  an  occasion  when  he  had  the 
honour  of  dining  with  Mr.  W.  H.  Smith,  the  First  Lord  of 
the  Admiralty.  The  whole  of  Bromborough  Pool  belongs  to 
the  company,  and  with  the  works  covers  about  sixty  acres  of 
land.  They  had  a  beautiful  chapel,  though  a  small  one,  and 
maintained  their  own  chaplain.  The  recreation-ground  was 
one  of  the  finest  in  the  country.  They  would  see  a  number 
of  the  pensioners,  the  majority  of  whom  were  at  least  seventy 
years  of  age,  and  few  of  whom  had  served  the  company  for 
Ie98  than  five-and-thirty  year3.  He  agreed  with  the  directors 
that  men  who  had  served  the  company  so  long  and  faithfully 
deserved  a  pension  in  their  old  age. 

Beer  for  Burnham. 

At  Lutchingdon  Licensing  Sessions  Mr.  H.  T.  Cox,  solicitor, 
applied  on  behalf  of  Mr.  Stephen  Steele,  chemist  and' 
druggist,  Burnham,  for  an  additional  beer- dealer's  licence  for 
his  shop  at  Burnham.  In  making  the  application  Mr.  Cos 
stated  that  a  similar  licence  had  been  held  Dy  his  predecessor 
(Mr.  Ellis).  Mr.  W.  J.  Gray,  solicitor,  Chelmsford,  opposed! 
the  application  on  behalf  of  local  beer  brewers  and  dealers  % 
and  tbe  Bench,  in  refusing  the  licence,  expressed  the  opinion 
that  there  were  already  sufficient  facilities  in  Burnham. 

Clinton  Committed. 

At  the  Lambeth  Police  Court  on  Friday,  September  25, 
Harry  Clinton,  the  young  traveller,  who  under  circumstances 
reported  last  week  was  charged  with  stealing  a  sum  of  money 
from  his  employer,  Mr.  Underwood,  chemist',  Kennington 
Road,  S  E.,  was  committed  for  trial  at  the  South  London 
Sessions.    Meanwhile  he  may  get  out  on  25Z.  bail. 

Chlorate  Killed  Him. 

At  St.  Helens,  last  week,  there  was  an  inquest  regarding 
the  death  of  James  Rose,  a  chlorate-miller,  employed  at  the 
Hardshaw  Brook  works  of  the  United  Alkali  Company. 
Deceased,  on  September  5.  was  breaking  lumps  of  chlorate  of 
potash  with  a  wooden  mallet  on  a  table  in  the  grinding-house, 
when  the  chlorate  ignited  and  set  the  sieve  on  fire.  He 
picked  up  the  sieve  and  ran  out  with  it,  when  bis  clothes 
caught  lire.  He  jumped  into  the  water-butt,  but  his  injuries 
proved  fatal.  Mr.  Frant,  assistant  Government  inspector, 
said  the  occurrence  was  a  very  exceptional  one,  and  eo  far  as 
statutory  regulations  were  concerned  there  was  no  fault  at 
all  to  be  found  with  the  employers.  He  had  made  careful 
experiments  with  the  chlorate,  and  had  failed  to  reproduce 
the  explosion.  He  suggested  that  the  men's  overalls  should 
hs  washed  frequently,  as  required  by  the  special  rules.  It 
transpired  that  some  men  had  a  habit  of  tucking  the  smocks 
inside  thair  trousers,  which  formed  a  ridge  for  the  chlorate 
dust  to  accumulate  in,  and  deceased  had  worn  his  smock  in 
that  way.  The  manager  of  the  works,  in  reply  to  the  fore- 
man of  the  jury,  said  he  would  undertake  to  see  that  the  men 
wore  the  smock  loosely  down  instead  of  putting  it  inside  the 
belt. 

Early  Closing. 
The  chemists  and  druggists  of  Reading,  in  conjunction 
with  the  other  tradesmen  of  the  town,  have  decided  to  close 
their  thops  at  7  p.m.  each  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday 
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from  November  to  March,  with  the  exception  of  Christmas 
week.    This  comes  in  force  on  November  2. 

A  Coroner  on  Condensed  Milk. 

Mr.  Coroner  G  W.  Hillman  held  an  inquest  at  Hove 
■(Sussex),  on  September  25,  relative  to  the  death  of  a  two 
months'  old  infant,  who  had  died  from  starvation  owing  to 
injudicious  feeding.  It  appeared  that  the  child  had  baen  fed 
on  condensed  milk  and  bis  inks,  and  only  weighed  one  ounce 
under  5  lbs.  Dr.  Greenyer  stated  that  there  was  not 
sufficient  nutriment  in  condensed  milk  to  keep  a  child  alive, 
and  it  was  nothing  less  than  a  crime  to  feed  so  young  a  child 
on  biscuits.  The  Coroner  observed  that  the  child  might  as  well 
have  been  fed  on  brickdust  and  sawdust  as  upon  biscuits 
■and  condensed  milk  and  water.  The  jury  returned  a  verdict 
of  death  from  starvation. 

Carbolic  Catastrophes. 

An  elderly  gentleman  committed  suicide  at  Walworth  last 
week  by  drinking  carbolic  acid.  He  was  discovered  sitting 
in  a  chair  dying,  but  holding  an  infant  in  his  arms. 

Catherine  Robertson  (35),  a  married  woman  living  with  her 
hmband  at  Rotherhithe,  but  recently  been  released  from 
Claybury  Asylum,  drank  carbolic  acid  on  Wednesday  last 
week  and  died. 

Charles  Reading  (33),  a  Hoxton  hairdresser,  who  had  been 
ailing  for  years,  drank  carbolic  acid  last  week.  His  wife  had 
•a  hard  struggle  with  him  while  he  had  toe  poison-cup  in  his 
lhand,  but  he  overpowered  her.  He  died  in  the  Metropolitan 
Hospital  two  hours  after  admission.

Food  Faulty. 

At  this  week's  meeting  of  the  Cambarwall  V33try,  Br. 
Frank  L.  Teed,  the  analyst,  reported  that  during  tha  past 
three  months  he  had  analysed  some  sixty-3even  sanp.'ei  of 
foods  and  drugs  submitted  to  him  by  the  inspectors,  and 
found  that  eleven  of  them  contravened  one  or  other  of  the 
three  Acts  of  Parliament.  In  some  comments  on  the  sub- 
ject of  further  legislation,  the  doctor  remarked  that  the 
country  was  awaitine  the  resu'ts  which  should  follow  the 
report  of  the  Select  Committee  on  Food  and  Drags. 

At  the  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  Bermondsey  Vestry,  the 
Sanitary  Committee  reported  that  sinoe  the  date  of  tae  last 
meeting  no  fewer  thai  thirty-nine  samples  of  food  and 
drugs  had  been  subjected  to  analysis,  and  out  of  the  whole 
number  only  four  ware  found  to  be  genuine.  Proceedings 
had  bean  taken  against  the  vendors  in  most  cases,  and  fines 
amounting,  with  costs,  to  55<!  had  bsen  imposed. 

Plymouth  Progress. 
The  fourth  annual  business  meeting  of  the  Plymouth, 
Devonport.  Stonehouse,  and  Distiict  Chemists'  Ansociuicn 
was  held  in  the  Foresters'  H?.U,  Plymouth,  on  Wednesday, 
September  30,  Mr.  C.  J.  Park  presiding.  The  raport  of 
the  committee  dealt  with  the  work  of  the  year  in 
respect  to  trade  interests,  education,  and  sociality,  the  com- 
mittee stating  that  the  year  had  been  one  of  unqualified 
success,  with  every  hope  of  a  prosperous  future.  In  matters 
educational  they  are  making  a  departure  of  a  satisfactory 
kind  by  the  institution  of  weakly  classes  under  Messrs. 
Johnson  and  Reade,  to  which  previous  reference  has  been 
made  in  this  journal.  In  order  to  stimulate  education,  and  to 
celebrate  the  election  of  Mr.  Park  as  a  Pharmaceutical  Coun- 
cillor, the  Secretary  desires  to  raise  a  sum  of  ten  guineas,  to  be 
given  to  asy  member  who  might  be  sucoessful  in  gaining  the 
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Bell  scholarship.  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Wellcome  &  Co.  have 
sent  a  cheque  for  21.  2s.  to  this  fund.  The  membership  of  the 
Society  has  increased  to  113  during  the  year,  and  the 
Treasurer  finished  with  a  balance  of  4Z.  7s.  Id.,  having  com- 
menced the  year  with  a  sum  of  11.  4s.,  and  received 
181.  lis.  6d.  in  subscriptions.  Appended  to  the  committee's 
report  was  one  by  Mr.  Oswald  A.  Reade,  who  conducted  the 
botanical  rambles  during  the  summer,  at  whnh  an  average 
of  six  students  attended  out  of  a  class  of  ten. 

The  reports  were  adopted,  and  Mr.  H.  S.  Wellcome  was 
elected  an  honorary  member.  A  discussion  on  the  duties  of 
local  secretaries  was  initiated  by  Mr.  Netting,  especially  in 
regard  to  the  infringement  of  the  Act,  and  it  was  thought 
that  information  should  be  sent  straight  to  Mr.  Bremridge. 
Messrs.  Hunt  (Plymouth)  and  Maitland  (Stonehouse)  were 
nominated  as  local  secretaries.  The  following  office  bearers 
were  elected  : — President,  Mr.  George  Breeze,  J.P.  (Devon- 
port);  Vice-Presidents,  J.  Harvey  Bailey  (Plymouth),  Mar- 
tin Johnson  (Devonport),  F.  Maitland  (Stonehouse  district)  ; 
Committee,  Messrs.  A.  D.  Breeze,  W.  H.  Woods,  C.  T.  Weary, 
J.  Swainson,  H.  Davey,  and  0.  A.  Beade ;  Junior  Section, 
J.  A.  Buckley  (Secretary)  and  E.  A.  Hodge  (Committee)  ; 
Auditors,  W.  H.  Austin  and  S.  Perkins  (Torpoint) ;  Trea- 
surer, W.  Condy  U'Ren  (Plymouth) ;  Secretary,  James 
Cocks  (Stonehouse).  An  interview  with  the  directors  of 
C.A.M.W.A.L.  was  reported  by  Mr.  James  Maurice,  the  object 
being  to  get  them  to  establish  a  depot  at  Plymouth.  A 
guarantee  of  1.000Z.  trade  was  required.  It  was  agreed  to 
make  inquiries  as  to  the  ideas  of  the  chemists  generally. 
The  proposal  to  form  a  pharmacy  club  was  also  discussed, 
and  approved  by  all.  It  was  referred  to  a  committee  to  ar- 
range the  details.    The  annual  dinner  is  fixed  for  October  14. 

A  Chemist  Acquitted  of  Blame. 

About  a  month  ago,  George  William  Youngman  (16)  had 
a  tooth  extracted  by  Mr.  R.  Betts,  chemist,  Framlingham, 
and  he  died  from  blood-poisoning  last  week.  An  inquest 
was  held  by  Mr.  Walter  Brooke  on  Monday,  when  Dr.  Drew 
deposed  that  when  he  was  called  to  see  the  deceased  about 
three  weeks  or  a  month  ago  he  was  very  ill,  suffering  from 
shock  and  feverishness,  and  being  generally  out  of  order. 
Deceased  was  suffering  from  blood-poisoning.  A  sister  of 
deceased  deposed  that  he  had  cut  his  gums  with  his  pocket- 
knife  to  make  them  bleed.  Mr.  Betts  remembered  extracting 
the  tooth.  There  was  no  trouble  about  it.  The  gums  were 
much  swollen,  and  he  noticed  an  incised  wound  around  the 
tooth  |  inch  long,  and  a  transverse  cut.  He  gave  the  deceased 
a  bottle  of  quinine  and  iron,  containing  in  each  dose  5  gr.  of 
citrate  of  quinine  and  iron.  The  jury  found  a  verdict  of 
death  from  natural  causes,  adding  a  rider  that  no  blame  was 
attached  to  Mr.  Betts. 

Sheffield  Pharmaceutical  Society,

Chlorodyne  or  Heart-disease? 

An  inquest  was  held  at  the  Cameron  Arms  Hotel,  Swansea, 
cn  Monday,  touching  the  death  of  Edward  Martin  Dadd, 
consulting  engineer,  in  the  employ  of  Messrs.  John  White  & 
Co.,  shipowners,  of  London.  Deceased  was  found  dying  in  his 
hotel  bedroom.  Early  that  morning  he  had  called  up  Mr.  James 
Hughes,  chemist,  and,  stating  that  the  ship's  medicine-chest 
was  incomplete,  asked  for  two  bottles  of  chlorodyne,  which 
were  supplied  to  him.  Dr.  Forsyth  deposed  that  death  was 
due  to  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  accelerated  by  chloro- 
dyne.   The  jury  returned  a  verdict  accordingly. 

Sudden  Death  of  a  Chemist's  Housekeeper. 
Mary  Elizabeth  King,  a  widow  (59),  housekeeper  to  Mr. 
W.  J.  Talintyre,  chemist  and  druggist,  144  Stroud  Green 
Road,  N.,  was  found  by  the  message- ooy  on  the  floor  of  her 
bedroom,  black  in  the  face.  Mr.  Talintyre  at  once  gave  her 
some  sal  volatile,  and  sent  for  Dr.  Samuel  Craig,  but  she  died 
before  his  arrival.  An  inquest  was  held  last  week,  and 
Dr.  Craig  reported,  as  the  result  of  an  autopsy  of  the  body, 
that  he  had  discovered  the  heart  to  be  very  much  enlarged. 
Verdict  accordingly.

Waterford. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Waterford  Dispensary 
Committee  last  week  the  following  report,  by  Mr.  Courtenay 
Croker,  auditor,  was  submitted  : — 

The  practice  of  getting  medicines  from  the  local  houses  is  altogether 
rregular,  and,  commencing  as  it  did  a  short  time  since  with  a  few  item?, 
't  has  now  reached  quite  a  large  sum,  and  the  medical  officers  have  also- 
sent  prescriptions  to  be  compounded.  Patent  and  proprietary  medicines, 
especially  pills,  have  been  bought  in  considerable  quantities,  and  have  not 
been  got  on  the  prescribed  requisition-form.  If  medical  officers  require 
any  medicine  not  comprised  in  the  list  issued  by  the  Local  Government 
Board,  a  distinct  requisition  for  it  should  be  made  by  them  through  the 
committee  of  management,  stating  the  circumstances  which  are  con- 
sidered to  render  the  requisition  necessary.  All  drugs  should  be  obtained 
from  the  contractor,  and  not  from  local  chemists.  If  the  regulations 
of  the  Local  Government  Board  in  Iregard  to  this  matter  be  not  strictly 
adhered  to,  I  shall  be  compelled  to  take  action  by  way  of  surcharge. 

The  Guardians  seemed  to  take  this  report  amiss,  and  Dr. 
Mackesy  remarked  :  "  Faith,  if  it  goes  on  like  this,  he  may 
come  down  and  do  the  business  himself,  for  people  are  noc 
going  to  be  coming  here  to  do  it  if  they  must  do  it  at  a 
risk." 

Twenty  Shillings  in  the  Pound. 
In  the  Court  of  Bankruptcy,  Dublin,  before  Judge  Miller, 
the  case  of  John  Darcy,  formerly  trading  as  a  chemist  and 
druggist  at  Lower  Clanbrassell  Street,  Dublin,  came  up  again 
for  hearing.  The  bankrupt  went  to  Cape  Town  in  April 
last  with  130Z.,  but  was  robbed  there.  He  now  appeared  in 
court,  and  stated  that  grief  at  the  death  of  a  child  had 
driven  him  out  of  the  country.  His  estate,  which  he  thought 
would  have  realised  over  20s.  in  the  pound,  produced  15*.  in 
the  pound.    The  examination  was  adjourned. 

A  Matter  of  Degrees. 
At  the  Dungarvan  Petty  Sessions  last  week,  a  case  under 
the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  in  respect  to  a  sample  of 
whisky  was  decided.  Sir  Charles  Cameron.  Dublin,  city 
analyst,  had  reported  that  the  whisky  was  28  9°  u.p.,  the 
Government  limit  being  25°  u  p.   The  Bench  in  the  mean- 
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time  sent  the  sealed  sample  to  Somerset  House,  and  the 
report  of  this  department  was  to  the  effect  that  the  sample 
was  of  22  8°  u  p.,  or  2  2°  stronger  than  it  might  be  accord- 
ing to  law.  The  Court  dismissed  the  prosecution  with  1Z. 
costs.

Apenta  Water  is  the  subject  of  an  article  by  Dr.  Julius 
Althaus  in  the  British  Medical  Journal  last  week.  In  the 
course  of  it  the  writer  says:  "It  is  useful  to  know  that  in 
cases  where  we  are  obliged  to  give  morphine  in  somewhat 
considerable  quantities,  either  per  os  or  hypodermically,  as, 
for  instance,  in  the  gastric  crises  of  tabes  and  in  severe  and 
obstinate  forms  of  neuralgia,  Apenta  has  an  excellent 
effect  in  neutralising  the  prejudicial  action  of  morphine  on 
the  hepatic  functions.  In  some  of  these  cases  I  had  pre- 
viously given  small  doses  of  mercury,  podophyllin,  and  other 
drugs  and  mineral  waters  for  that  purpose,  but  none  of  them 
ejualled  the  beneficial  effects  of  Apenta  in  this  respect."

Unveiling  Pasteur's  Statue.— Monday  last,  Septem- 
ber 28,  was  the  anniversary  of  Pasteur's  death,  but  it  was  on 
the  preceding  day  (Sunday)  that  M.  Tony  Noel's  statue  of 
the  savant  was  unveiled  at  Alais  (Gard)  by  M.  Dnclaux, 
Diiector  of  the  Pasteur  Institute  at  Paris.  The  statue, 
already  described  in  this  journal,  is  erected  in  the  Place  de 
la  Maiechale,  in  front  of  Vauban's  obsolete  fottifications. 
Madame  Vallery-Radot,  Pasteur's  daughter,  was  present 
with  her  husband,  whose  name  will  be  familiar  to  Pasteur's 
admirers  as  the  author  of  the  biography  of  his  father-in-law, 
which  he  entitled  "History  of  a  Savant:  by  an  Ignorant." 
The  strains  of  a  militaiy  band  and  a  salute  of  cannon  having 
greeted  the  unveiling  of  the  bronze,  MM.  Duclaux  and  De 
Eamel  made  much-applauded  speeches,  and  a  deputation  of 
female  silk  spinners  (Alais  is  the  centre  of  the  silkworm- 
raising  industry)  strewed  flowers  around  the  base  of  the 
statue,  and  presented  a  bouquet  to  Madame  Vallery-Radot. 

The  Following  Day  (Monday)  Abbe  de  Sauvage's 
monument  was  unveiled.  A  native  of  Alais,  this  scientist 
spent  (like  Pasteur)  five  years  studying  the  diseases  of  the 
silkworm  (1752-56).  His  book  is  still  a  standard  work,  and 
Pasteur  quoted  from  it.  He  was  likewise  clever  in  physics 
and  botany,  and  corresponded  with  Buffon  and  Linnaeus.  His 
brother  Francois,  a  neat  and  fluent  writer,  was  nicknamed 
"the  love-doctor,"  haviog  taken  his  M.D.  degree  at  Mont- 
pellier  with  a  thesis  "  on  the  possibility  of  curing  love  by 
herbal  remedies,"  which  created  some  curiosity  ( not  to  say 
amusement)  last  century. 

Dull  Times. — Paris  is  ever  empty  at  this  time  of  year, 
but  the  close  of  the  scholastic  vacation,  the  wettest  Septem- 
ber registered  for  over  a  half-century,  and  the  Czar's  visit 
are  at  length  bringing  people  back  to  town.  Pharmacists 
and  tradesmen  in  the  better  part  of  Paris  will  doubly 
welcome  the  return  of  their  regular  clientele,  for  the  floating 
hotel  population  seems  less  numerous  and  liberal  this  year. 
The  wealthy  American's  comparative  absence  is  doubtless  to 
be  accounted  for  by  the  Presidential  election  in  the  States, 
but  the  European  crowned  heads  and  aristocracy  have  been 
also  less  numerous  this  year  than  last.  The  professors  at 
the  School  of  Pharmacy,  however,  prolong  their  well-earned 
rest  until  early  in  November.  M.  Planchon  is  at  Montf  ellier, 
where  he  spent  the  first  half  of  his  life  and  where  he  has 
many  relations  and  fiiends,  for  his  native  village  is  hard  by. 
M.  Moissan  has  sailed  for  America,  M.  JuDgfleisch  was  in 
Germany,  M.  Dorveaux  in  Lorraine,  while  the  rest  will  be 
found  ruralising,  like  M,  Villiers,  or  at  the  seaside,  or  in  the 
mountains. 

The  Pharmacists,  and  there  are  several,  who  run  up  daily 
to  business  by  the  Western  line,  may  be  occasionally  noticed 
to  salute  a  clean-shaven,  white  haired  old  gentleman  with  a 
gamebag  and  guncase,  whom  they  recognise  as  their  ancient 
mentor,  M.  Chatin,  ex-director  of  the  Paris  Superior  School 
of  Pharmacy,  and  now  Vice-President  of  the  Academy  of 
Sciences.  To  see  the  Grand  Old  Man  of  pharmacy  thus 
starting  for  a  day's  shooting  at  83  years  of  age  makes  one 
think  of  M.  Berthelot's  remark  that  scientific  study  need  not 
necessarily  impair  bodily  vigour,  and  very  often  has  the 
contrary  effect  if  judiciously  carried  out. 

"  East  Credit." — M.  BeLeres,  Rue  de  la  Chapelle,  Paris, 
the  well-known  member  of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmacists' 
Syndicate,  was  one  of  the  chemists  whose  indiarubber  stamp 
was  utilised  for  fraudulently  obtaining  goods  from  a  whole- 
sale firm,  as  reported  in  the  C.  S>  B.  of  August  15.  He 
refused  to  pay  the  bill  sent  in  for  the  articles,  as  he  had 
neither  ordered  nor  received  them.  The  drug-firm,  Messrs. 
Marchand,  Monod,  Bartholin  k.  Co.,  took  proceedings  to 
enforce  payment,  but  the  Syndicate  took  up  the  case  for  their 
councillor.  Marchand  &  Co.  were  nonsuited  and  condemned 
to  pay  costs. 

"  M.  Bay  Seed  " — for  toothache.  "  Dyerear  Mixture  "  was 
not  far  off  it.  "\d.  diagonal,"  "  Spair  Mascilla"  (an  ex- 
cellent attempt),  "  tincture  of  talloo,"  and  "  washer  chips  " 
come  to  us  from  the  Derby  district. 
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The  Java  Quinine-wobks — The  machinery  for  quinine 
manufacture  in  the  Java  quinine-works  is  now  being  erected, 
and  it  is  aid  that  the  concern  will  shortly  be  ready  to  begin 

working. 

The  Java  Botanic  Gabdens. — The  Governor-General  of 
the  Dutch  Indies  has  authoiised  the  establishment  at  the 
Botanic  Gardens  at  Buitenzorg,  near  Batavia,  of  a  research- 
laboratory,  at  a  cost  of  about  1,200Z. 

The  German  Apothekeb  Verein. — The  membership 
cf  the  German  Pharmaceutical  Society  at  the  date  of  the 
publication  of  the  last  annual  report  was  3,336.  The 
receipts  amounted  to  45,446m. ;  expenses  of  management 
absorbed  24,875m ,  including  775m.  for  the  General  Congress 
at  Augsburg. 

Projected  Reduction  of  the  Russian  Tabiff  on 
Drugs. — It  is  said  that  the  Russian  Ministry  of  Finance 
are  considering  the  advisability  of  almost  immediately 
reducing  or  abolishing  altogether  the  Customs  duties  on  all 
drugs  and  medicines  which  are  either  not  at  all  produced 
in  Russia  or  only  produced  in  insufficient  quantities. 

Brussels  Intebnational  Exhibition,  1897.— It  is  now 
definitely  decided  that  an  International  Exhibition  is  to  be 
held  at  Brussels  in  1897.  It  will  be  opened  on  April  24,  and 
all  exhibits  must  be  installed  by  April  15.  Information  may 
be  had  by  intending  British  exhibitors  from  the  Executive 
Commissioner,  British  Section,  35-6  Bedford  Street,  Strand, 
W.C. 

Alloock's  Plastebs. — We  recently  mentioned  that  the 
American  makers  of  these  plasters  had  reduced  the  price 
from  25c.  each  to  15c,  or  two  for  25c ,  and  they  stamped 
those  new  prices  on  them.  In  consequence  of  the  repre- 
sentations of  the  trade,  they  have  gone  back  to  the  old 
figures,  and  are  exchanging  the  15c.  article  for  plasters 
without  the  price  on  the  wrapper. 

1  The  Prague  Exhibition. — The  second  International 
Pharmaceutical  Exhibition  at  Prague  was  closed  on  Sep- 
tember 21  with  some  official  ceremonial  by  the  Stadtholder 
of  Babemia,  Count  Coudenhove.  It  has  been  very  successful, 
100,799  paying  visitors  having  been  admitted.  The  exhibi- 
tion, which  has  yielded  a  small  net  profit  to  the  originators, 
was  open  thirty-seven  days,  and  the  average  number  of 
paying  visitors  was  2,719  per  day. 

A  Blacemailing  Pharmacist  — Eduard  Molenbroek,  an 
Africander  pharmacist,  formerly  employed  with  well-known 
chemists'  firms  in  Johannesburg  and  Krugersdorp,  was,  on 
August  23,  sentenced  to  twelve  months'  hard  labour  at 
Johannesburg  for  extorting  money.  Melenbroek's  system 
was  to  visit  the  houses  of  loose  women  in  Johannesburg, 
order  wine,  and,  when  that  was  forthcoming,  pretend  to 
be  a  detective  and  demand  a  bribe  for  not  proceeding  against 
his  victims  for  infringement  of  the  licensing-laws. 

The  Austro-Hungarian  Soda  Syndicate. — The  manu- 
facturers of  soda  salts  in  Austro-Hungary  have  taken  into 
their  syndicate  the  soda-works  in  Bosnia,  who  have  hitherto 
vigorously  competed  with  them.  It  is  understood  that  the 
Bosnian  factory  will  be  allowed  an  output  of  a  thousand 
waggon-loads  a  year,  and  in  order  to  make  up  for  the  loss  en- 
tailed by  the  inclusion  of  the  works  in  question  in  the  syndi- 
cate, it  is  proposed  to  advancs  by  lfl.  per  100  kilos,  the 
price  of  ammonia,  of  Le  Blanc  soda  crystals,  and  of  caustic 
•■s:>da. 

Pharmacy  in  Norway — A  ministerial  order  has  been 
issued  in  Norway,  directing  that  a  copy  of  all  the  laws  and 
regulations  pertaining  to  Norwegian  pharmacy  shall  be  kept 
in  every  chemist's  shop  in  the  country.  It  appears,  how- 
ever, that  there  are  only  two  books  published  which  deal 
with  this  subject — viz,  one  by  Esmirch,  on  Norwegian 
medical  legislation,  revised  up  to  1890.  and  another,  on 
pharmacy  law,  by  Military-apotheker  Nyegard,  published 
in  1877.  Two  pharmacists  have  taken  this  opportunity  of 
writing  a  supplement  to  both  bocks,  embracing  the  whole  of 
the  laws  and  regulations  concerning  pharmacy  published 
from  187?  up  to  the  present  lime. 


Business  Change.— Mr.  J.  Valentine  Booth,  chemist  and 
druggist,  has  taken  over  the  drug-business  of  Messrs. 
Maynard  &  Co.  (Limited),  Taiping,  Perak,  Confederated 
Malay  States,  and  is  carrying  it  on  as  "  The  Larut  Pharmacy." 
Mr.  Booth  was  formerly  in  Salford,  Manchester. 

Sulphate  of  Coppeb  in  Italy. — The  importation  of 
sulphate  of  copper  into  Italy  is  increasing  year  by  year, 
as  the  advantages  of  the  article,  in  combination  with 
lime,  as  a  vine-dressing  are  becoming  better  known.  In 
1895  the  imports  into  Brindisi  amounted  to  220  tons  only, 
but  during  the  first  five  months  of  1896  no  fewer  than 
600  tons  were  imp3rted  into  that  place.  It  is  said  that  the 
practical  results  observed  last  year  have  caused  those  vine- 
yard-owners who  had  been  incredulous  of  the  virtue  of  the 
article  to  become  converted  to  its  use.  The  proportion  of 
sulphate  in  the  wash  is  1  per  cent,  for  prevention  and  from 
3  per  cent,  to  5  per  cent,  for  curative  purposes. 

Cocoa-adulteration  in  Holland — Twj  well-known 
Dutch  analysts  have  sent  for  signature  to  the  cocoa- man u 
facturers  in  Holland  a  memorandum,  which  tbey  are  re 
quested  to  subscribe  and  to  forward  to  the  Dutch  Parliament 
The  memorandum  states  that  serious  injury  is  done  to  the 
reputation  of  genuine  Dutch  cocoa  by  the  prevailing  prac- 
tice of  offering  for  sale  as  cocoa  powder  a  mixture  of  ground 
cocoa  and  flour.    Parliament  is  asked  to  make  it  an  offence 
to  sell  anything  except  pure  cocoa  under  the  name  of  cocca, 
and  to  decree  that  all  parcels  containing  mixtures  shall  bear 
in  plain  figures  an  indication  of  the  percentage  of  the 
adulterants.    It  is  said  that  the  great  majority  of  the  Dutch 
cocoa-manufacturers  have  signed  the  memorandum,  which  is 
about  to  be  laid  before  the  States-General. 

American  Experiments  in  Peppeemint-gbowing  — 
A  comparatively  new  grade  of  peppermint  oil  now  on  the 
market  in  the  States  is  the  result  of  experiments  commenced 
about  three  years  ago  with  black  English  mint.  The 
New  York  Shipping  List  states  that  the  original  plants  were 
reported  to  have  come  from  England,  but  its  black  leaves 
resemble  the  Japanese  product  so  closely,  except  in  size,  that 
even  experts  are  deceived.  The  introduction  of  this  plant 
in  Michigan  met  with  favour  among  the  mint- growers,  as 
it  yielded  more  oil,  though  of  a  lower  quality  than  the 
American  plant.  The  growers  in  two  counties  cf  Michigan 
began  to  plant  the  new  mint  among  the  American  and 
distil  the  leaves  together  with  satisfactory  results.  The 
peppermint  from  the  imported  stock  has  a  larger  percentage 
of  menthol.  Experiments  are  also  being  made  with  white 
Mitchatn  plants  in  the  United  States.  A  small  quantity  of 
oil  was  distilled  during  the  season,  and  has  been  very  well 
received.  It  is  probable  that  additional  efforts  will  be  put 
forth  next  year  in  this  direction.  This  is  not  the  first  time, 
we  may  add,  that  such  experiments  have  been  made  in 
Michigan. 

The  Geeman  Glass  Industry. — The  South  German  manu- 
facturers of  hollow  glassware  have  recently  had  a  convention 
at  Munich,  at  which  it  was  decided  to  form  an  association 
with  ttie  object  of  bringing  about  a  general  advance  in  the 
price  of  hollow  glassware.  A  minimum-price  list  will  be 
drawn  up,  below  which  none  of  the  members  of  the  associa- 
tion will  be  allowed  to  sell.  This  will  result  in  an  all-round 
advance,  reaching  fully  10  per  cent,  in  the  case  of  certain 
factories.  The  glassworks  in  Alsace  and  the  Rhioe  pro- 
vinces intend  to  form  similar  associations.  The  German 
glass  industry  may  now  be  roughly  divided  into  two  groups, 
of  which  one  consists  of  the  works  who  produce  the  glass 
from  raw  material,  while  the  other  embraces  the  factories 
who  purchase  glass  from  those  of  the  first-named  group  and 
prepare  it  for  use.  There  are  at  present  in  Germany 
312  works  of  the  first  group,  employing  50,000  hands  in  the 
aggregate.  Of  these  factories  187  are  located  in  Prussia, 
54  in  Bavaria,  and  the  remainder  in  the  other  German  States. 
Seventy- four  of  the  works  are  mainly  engaged  in  the  manu- 
facture of  window-glass,  with  an  aggregate  output  of 
137£  millions  of  square  feet  per  year;  207  works  maks 
bottles  and  other  hollow  glassware ;  18  manufacture  crystal 
goods ;  18,  mirrors ;  but  only  three  make  glass  for  optical 
instruments.  The  second  glassware  group  embrace s  163  fac- 
torie?,  witfa  9,000  hands. 
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MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT. 

Soda- water  Siphons. 

At  the  Swansea  Police  Court  on  Thursday,  September  24, 
Mr.  D.  L.  Evans,  chemist,  Walter  Road,  Swansea,  was  sum- 
moned for  selling  soda-water  with  a  false  trade  description 
and  applying  a  false  trade  description  to  it  in  contravention 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  Mr.  Mawer,  of  Bristol, 
appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and  Mr.  Glascodine,  instructed 
by  Mr.  Stanley  Owen,  defended.  The  case  for  the  prosecu- 
tion was  that  on  August  14  an  inspector  employed  by  the 
South  Wales  and  Monmouthshire  Mmeral  Water  and  Bottle 
Exchange  and  Trade  Protection  Association  went  to 
defendant's  shop,  bought  some  neuralgic  medicines  and  a 
syphon  of  potash- water,  which  bore  on  the  metal  head  the 
words,  "  Bettss  Ai  rated  Waters  Company  (Limited)."  The 
inspector  then  explained  who  he  was.  He  observed  another 
syphon,  and  said  to  Mr.  Evans,  "  I  see  you  have  more  than  one 
syphon  of  Messrs.  Betts's,  and  I  shall  take  charge  of  that 
also."  Mr.  Evans  immediately  charged  the  inspector  with 
stealing  the  second  syphon,  and  he  was  taken  to  the  police 
station.  The  police  refused  to  lock  him  up,  whereupon  Mr 
Evans  said  defiantly,  "  I  rilled  these  bottles  myself,  and  I 
have  plenty  more  at  the  shop,  and  I  will  fill  them  also.  I 
belong  to  the  Chemists'  Association,*  and  you  cannot  charge 
me  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act.  I  am  entitled  to  do 
as  I  like,  and  I  shall."  The  syphon  bore  a  label,  on  which 
was  a  description  of  the  contents  of  the  bottle  and  the  words, 
"  Prepared  expressly  for  D.  L.  Evans,  dispensing  chemist, 
32  Walter  Road,  Swansea." 

Mr.  Glascodine  took  the  objection  that  the  Act  did  not 
include  amongst  the  definitions  of  a  false  trade  description 
the  name  of  the  individual. 

Mr.  Mawer  replied  that  it  was  in  the  third  sub-section. 

The  Bench  had  a  long  discussion  on  the  point,  and  in  the 
course  of  the  discussion  they  asked  if  Messrs.  Betts  put  any 
labels  on  their  bottlej.  Thereupon  Mr.  Glascodine  produced 
a  number  of  syphons  bsaring  the  name  of  another  firm  on  the 
stoppers  and  ground  on  the  glass,  which  bore  across  the 
centre  of  the  bottles  Messrs.  Betts's  label. 

Mr.  Mawer  said  it  would  be  necessary  to  prove  that  Messrs. 
Betts  had  put  those  labels  on  the  syphons. 

Mr.  Glascodine  thought  there  could  be  little  difficulty  in 
proving  that. 

The  S'ipendiary  eventually  said  the  Bench  were  not  quite 
agreed  on  the  point,  but  the  majority  agreed  that  the  label 
on  the  syphon  had  reference  to  its  manufacture,  saying 
"Prepared  specially  for  Mr.  — Evans,"  and  this,  together 
with  the  name  of  Betts  &  Co.  on  the  metal  part  of  the 
bottle,  might  be  taken  to  be  a  false  trade  description,  and  so 
the  case  must  go  on. 

The  inspector  proved  the  purchase,  and  was  told  by  the 
Stipendiary  that  he  ought  not  to  have  taken  the  second 
syphon.  That  was  quite  unjustifiable.  Evidence  was  also 
called  sis  to  the  anesr,  and  what  transpired  at  the  station. 

Mr.  Edward  John  Lloyd,  manager  for  Bett3  &  Co.,  deposed  i 
that  his  company  never  sold  syphons  to  customers — they 
merely  lent  them.  Defendant  had  no  authority  to  fill  syphons 
belonging  to  the  company.  In  cross-examination  he  per- 
sisted in  his  statement  that  his  company  did  not  sell  their 
syphons,  but  he  admitted  that  if  bottles  were  not  returned 
they  were  charged  for. 

Mr.  Glascodine,  for  the  defence,  repeated  his  argument 
that  the  case  did  not  cotae  within  the  meaning  of  the  Act, 
the  name  not  being  included  in  the  definitions  in  the  Act  of 
what  a  false  trade  description  is.  The  syphon  bore  a  label 
containing  the  statement  that  the  contents  of  the  bottles 
were  manufactured  expressly  for  defendant,  which  was  a

fact,  while  the  name  on  the  stopper  was  sworn  by  the  pro- 
secutor to  hi  merely  an  indication  of  the  ownership  of  the 
bottle.  Therefore,  there  had  been  no  false  trade  description. 
Virtually  the  prosecution  was  set  on  foot  by  Messrs.  Betts  & 
Co  ,  and  he  would  show  that  they  had  constantly  done  the 
same  thing  as  defendant.  They  had  charged  Messrs.  Taylor 
&  Co.  for  a  thousand  syphons  not  returned.  These  being  out 
of  Messrs.  Betts's  possession  now  taej  Jconld  be  used  by  whom  - 
ever owned  them,  notwithstanding  that  the  came  of  the 
original  owner  was  on  the  stopper.  He  protested  against  the 
use  of  the  criminal  law  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  a 
Trade  Protection  Association  and  endeavouring  to  obtain 
members. 

Mr.  D.  L.  Evans,  the  defendant,  said  the  sale  cocaisted  of 
the  contents  of  the  syphon,  and  not  the  vessel  itself.  He 
bad  his  own  syphons,  and  some  which  were  supplied  by  the 
Chemists'  Association,  of  which  he  was  a  member.  The 
syphons  bearing  Betts's  name  came  into  his  possession  by 
exchange  with  Messrs.  Taylor  &  Co. 

Mr.  W.  Lloyd  Jones,  manager  of  Messrs.  Taylor  &  Co.'s 
Walter  Road  branch,  said  his  firm  dealt  with  Messrs.  Betts, 
and  it  was  probable  that  in  exchanges  with  defendant  some- 
of  Betts's  botiles  might  have  got  into  defendant's  possession. 

George  Barrington,  a  carrier  for  Taylor  &  Co  ,  said  he  had 
delivered  from  Messrs.  Betts  bottle3  with  other  names  on  the 
metal  stoppers. 

Mr.  M.  M.  Leonard,  an  accountant  with  Messrs.  Taylor  & 
Co.,  said  Messrs.  Betts  had  debited  his  firm  with  a  large 
number  of  syphons  not  returned. 

The  Bench  then  retired,  and  on  returning  into  court  the 
Stipendiary  said  the  question  was  whether  the  e&idance 
showed  that  the  sale  of  a  syphon  cf  soda-water  by  Mr. 
Evans,  with  a  label  saying,  "  Prepared  expressly  for  D.  L. 
Evans,"  coupled  with  the  inscription  on  the  metal  cover, 
"Betts's  Aerated  Water  Company  (Limited),"  was  a  sale  of 
it  with  a  false  trade  description  of  it.  The  opinion  of  the 
Bench  was  that  it  was  such,  and  that  Mr.  Evans  wa?  liable 
to  a  penalty  under  the  Act ;  bat,  having  regard  to  the  novelty 
of  the  case  and  to  the  inaccurate  practice  which  ha  t  b«<m 
described,  the  Bench  thought  the  light  penalty  of  40s , 
including  costs,  sufficient  to  vindicate  toe  law. 

A  further  summons  for  applying  a  fahe  trade  description 
was  withdrawn. 

Subsequently  a  curious  poiDt  arose.  Mr.  Mawer  asked 
the  Bench  :  May  we  have  the  bottles  ? 

The  Stipendiary  replied :  The  better  way  would  be  to 
drink  them.  (Laughter.) 

It  was  then  ruled  that  the  syphon  in  dispute  should  be- 
come the  property  of  the  State. 


Soda-water  Bottles. 

At  Shaftesbury  on  Monday,  Messrs.  George  k  Co.,  mineral- 
water  manufacturers.  oE  Gillingham,  were  summoned  for 
selling  one  bottle  of  champagne-cider  to  which  a  false  trade 
description — viz.,  the  came  of  G.  B.  Hardy,  chemist,  of 
Salisbury — had  been  applied,  contriry  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Merchandise  Marks  Act,  1887.  from  the  evidence  givtn,  it 
appeared  that  Messrs.  George  had  used  a  glass  soda-water 
[  bottle  of  usual  type,  on  which  had  been  impressed  "  Hardy, 
chemist,  Silisbury."  On  this  bottle  the  defenditits  had 
pasted  their  own  champagne-cider  labsl.  Mr.  Ramsej.  of 
Bournemouth,  who  prosecuted,  said  he  chiefly  relied  on  a 
case  which  had  been  decided  in  the  High  Court,  where  it 
had  been  held  that  these  facts  constituted  an  infringement 
of  the  Merchandise  Marks  A:t,  rendering  the  defendants 
liable  on  indictment  to  two  years'  imprisonment.  Mr.  J. 
Trevor- Davies,  of  Yeovil,  who  appeared  for  the  defence, 
whilst  admitting  the  facts,  contended  that  no  offence  had 
been  committed.  The  prosecution  admitted  that  there  bad 
been  no  intention  to  defraud,  and  what  had  been  done  was 
done  innocently.  The  Bench  fined  the  defendants  Is.,  and 
refused  costs. 


SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 
Tb.  Rhei. 

Mr.  William  Pbatt,  grocer,  Albury,  was  summoned  at  the 
local  Petty  Sessions  on  September  24,  under  t  ue  Sale  of 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  for  selling  tincture  of  rhnb3rb  wl  i?  i 
was  found  to  be  deficient  in  proof  spirit  and  c!e  titute  of 
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saffron.  For  the  defence  it  was  stated  that  the  tincture  had 
*ieen  in  stock  for  eight  years,  and  was  compounded  by  tbe 
formula  originally  recognised  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 
More  recently  the  composition  had  been  altered,  and  it  was 
arguod  that  by  its  sale  no  one  was  prejudiced,  wbile  as  a 
f^ct  the  drug  as  sold  was  genera'ly  preferred  by  the  pur- 
chases to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  preparation.  The 
Bjnch  considered  that  there  was  no  fraud,  but  a  fine  ot  10s. 
was  imposed,  an  application  for  costs  being  refused. 


Spirit.  JE  thee.  Nit. 

At  Mold,  on  Monday,  the  Buckley  Main  Street  Co-operative 
Society  (Limited)  were  sumnoned  for  selling  sweet  spirit 
of  nitre  which  wis  not  of  British  Pharmacopoeia  quality. 
Superintendent  J.  Ivor  Davies  said  that  on  September  7  he 
Durchased  from  the  manager  4  oz.  of  spirit  of  nitre  for  which 
he  paid  Is.  A  sample  was  sent  to  the  public  analyst  at 
Chester,  who  reported  that  the  spirit  contained  less  active 
principle  than  was  required  by  the  British  Pharmacopoeia, 
but  it  was  probably  originally  of  the  strength  required.  The 
analyst  added  that  tbe  British  Pharmacopoeia  gave  special 
instructions  how  the  drug  shonld  be  kept,  but  few  chemists 
took  the  trouble  to  follow  them,  and  in  this  case  the  strength 
had  probably  deteriorated  through  carelessness  in  keeping. 
The  manager  of  the  society  said  the  spirit  had  beenjfn  their 
possession  eighteen  months,  and  had  perhaps  lost  strength 
in  being  uncorked  frequently.  The  Bench  imposed  a  fice  of 
5s.  and  costs  (in  all  11.  lis.  6d.). 


TO  STOP  THE  SALE  OF  METHYLATED  SPIRIT. 

At  tbe  Brierley  Hill  Police  Court  on  September  21,  Elizabeth 
Cox,  described  as  a  chemist,  Quarry  Bank,  was  fined  20s. 
and  costs  for  selling  £  pint  of  methylatad  spirit  without 
a  licence.  The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  prosecuted.  The 
defence  was  that  the  defendant  did  not  know  a  licence  was 
necessary  in  order  to  sell  the  spirit  in  small  quantities. 
Mr.  Cox  (supervisor  of  Inland  Revenue)  said  the  authorities 
were  anxious  to  stop  the  sale  of  the  spirit,  inasmuch  as 
it  was  sometimes  sold  for  consumption. 

PROSECUTION  UNDER  THE  DENTISTS  ACT. 
In  the  Paisley  Sheriff  Court  on  Friday.  September  25.  before 
Sheriff  Cowan,  the  action  against  Mr.  Louis  H.  Fenton, 
27  Gauze  Street,  Paisley,  for  contravention  of  the  Dentists 
Act,  was  resumed.  Mr.  John  Pattison,  writer,  actiDg  on 
behalf  of  the  British  Dental  Association,  alleged  that 
the  defendant,  not  being  registered  under  the  said 
Dentists  Act,  had  advertised  on  tramway  tickets  in  these 
terms — "  L.  H.  Fenton,  dentist,  27  Gauze  Street,  Paisley" — 
and  caused  his  name  to  be  inserted  in  the  1895-93  Paisley 
Directory  as  "  Fenton,  Louis  Henry,  dentist,  27  Gauze  Street," 
and  to  be  inserted  under  the  head  of  "  Surgeon-Dentists." 
Defendant  pleaded  not  guilty. 

Mr.  Bowie,  writer,  appeared  for  Mr.  Fenton,  who  is  a 
member  of  the  Unregistered  Dental  Practitioners'  Associa- 
tion (Limited).  He  asked  for  an  adjournment  of  the  case 
owing  to  the  non-appearance  of  a  Mr.  Howitt,  the  printer 
of  the  tramway  tickets,  who  would  prove  that  the 
original  advertisement  sect  by  Mr.  Fenton  did  not  contain 
the  word  "  Dentist."  The  tickets  were  printed  while 
defendant  was  seriously  ill,  and  the  advertisement  was  gone 
on  with  against  Mrs.  Fenton's  protest.  He  was  in  possession 
of  a  letter  from  Howitt  &  Son,  apologising  for  the  mistake, 
and  of  an  affidavit  by  Mr.  Howitt  in  England,  stating  that 
the  word  "dentist "  was  put  in  without  Mr.  Fenton's  consent. 
For  these  reasons  and  because  defendant  and  his  wife  were 
not  eligible  as  witnesses,  he  asked  the  case  to  be  adjourned 
for  Mr.  Howitt's  attendance. 

The  Sheriff  refused  the  motion. 

Mr.  Moir,  tramways  manager,  in  cross  examination  by  Mr. 
Bowie,  said  that  he  had  on  Saturday,  September  19,  received 
a  letter  from  the  printers  recalling  the  tickets.  The  note  said 
that  the  respondent  had  been  erroneously  described  as  a  den- 
tist. Other  witnesses  were  examined,  including  Post  Office 
officials,  who  described  the  manner  in  which  the  local 
Directory  was  compiled,  and  Dr.  Duncan,  who  attended 
Mr.  Fenton  during  his  illness,  he  testifying  to  his  inability 
to  give  oideis.    After  the  evidence  had  been  finished  the 


prosecutor  withdrew  the  third  charge  in  the  complaint,  and 
he  and  Mr.  Bowie  addressed  the  Court. 

The  Sheriff  held  it  proved  that  defendant  had  caused  to 
be  issued  certain  advertisements  as  charged,  bat  said  he 
must  dismiss  the  case  on  the  technical  point  raised  by  Mr. 
Fenton's  agent — that  there  was  no  proof  put  forward  that  he 
was  not  a  registered  dentist. 

Mr.  Pattison  remarked  that  at  the  former  stage  of  the  case 
the  point  in  question  had  been  admitted,  and  that  was  the 
reason  why  the  register  of  qualified  dentists  had  not  been 
put  forward  as  evidence. 

His  Lordship,  however,  held  that  non-qualificat'on  could 
not  be  taken  as  granted,  and  therefore  dismissed  the  case  on 
this  point. 


UNLOADING  ROSIN. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  Tuesday,  before  Mr.  Com- 
missioner Kerr,  Messrs.  White  &  Foxwell,  30  Croft  Street, 
Lo  wer  Deptford  Road,  sought  to  recover  the  sum  of  11/.  4s. 
from  Messrs.  Moore  &  Hole,  oil  and  rosin  brokers,  Billiter 
House,  E.C.,  in  connection  with  the  detention  of  a  cargo  of 
rosin.  The  defendants  denied  their  liability,  and  said  if 
anyone  was  liable  it  was  Messrs.  E.  Catchpole  &  Sons,  rosin- 
distillers,  Plough  Bridge,  Rotherhithe,  who  had  been  brought 
in  as  third  parties.  Mr.  Lewis  Noad  was  counsel  for  the 
plaintiffs,  Mr.  Lauriston  Batten  for  the  defendants,  and  Mr. 
McCarthy  for  the  third  parties.  It  seemed  that  the  defen- 
dants were  receiving  at  Rainham  a  cargo  of  500  barrels  of 
rosin,  and  that  they  asked  the  plaintiffs  to  send  down  craft 
to  receive  the  rosin  immediately.  That  was  done  by  the 
plaintiffs,  and  as  the  rosin  was  an  unreasonably  long  time  in 
coming  out  of  the  ship  the  plaintiffs  asked  for  damages.  The 
defendants  said  that  they  were  tbe  brokers  who  sold  the 
rosin  on  behalf  of  Messrs.  Catchpole,  and  that  the  third 
parties  should  pay  the  plaintiffs'  damages,  if  any  had  been 
sustained.  Mr.  Batten  said  the  defence  was  that  there  had 
in  fact  been  do  delay  for  which  either  of  them  could  be  held 
responsible.  As  the  rosin  turned  up  so  it  was  put  out  of  the 
ship  and  handed  over  to  the  plaintiffs'  men.  Mr.  Commis- 
sioner Kerr  said  he  did  not  think  it  was  fair  for  members  of 
the  rosin  trade  to  ask  lightermen  to  wait,  say,  fourteen  days 
for  their  rosin  which  came  out  of  the  ship.  Suppose  some  oE 
the  barrels  of  ro3in  were  at  the  top  and  the  rest  of  the  con- 
signment was  at  the  bottom.  Was  the  barge  to  wait  there 
all  tbe  time  ?  He  did  not  think  so,  without  beiDg  paid  for 
it.  If  one  general  principle  were  laid  down  for  such  matters, 
it  would  save  him  a  great  deal  of  trouble.  After  hearing  evi- 
dence, the  Commissioner  said  that  defendants  were  merely  the 
agents  in  the  matter,  and  therefore  not  liable.  He  non-suited 
the  plaintiffs,  and  gave  the  defendants  aad  the  third  parties 
their  costs.

<30 i!d  we  detect.  As  far  as  analysis  can  tell  it  is  the  pure 
iiquorice  juice  wbichthe  manufacturer  claims  it  to  be.  Copper 
is  a  rather  common  impurity  of  cheap  liquorice  juice,  but 
there  is  none  detectable  in  the  ash  of  this  brand.  We  can 
-commend  the  jaice  to  the  attention  of  manufacturers  as  well 
as  retailers  who  desire  a  pure  liquorice  ju:ce  at  a  moderate 
price,  but  Mr.  Rubeck  only  supplies  it  in  wholesale  quantities. 

Peptokised  Cocoa.— Mr.  W.  T.  Van  Wyk,  who  has  for 
many  years  studied  the  chemistry  and  technique  of  cocoa 
minufacture,  has  recently  perfected  a  peptonised  cocoa 
which  chemists  and  druggists  will  find  to  be  a  good  saleable 
line.  Many  people  dare  not  take  cocoa  because  of  the 
indigestion  and  heaiache  which  it  produces,  and  it  is  partly 
•fo  overcome  this  disadvantage  that  Mr.  Van  W>-k  has  pro- 
duced h  a  new  article.

2d.  per  f -lb.  tin— by  no  means 
an  extravagant  figure.  It  is  perfectly  soluble,  pleasant  in 
flivcur,  and  is  free  from  sugar,  so  that  those  who  must  not 
tako  sugar  will  find  it  suit  them.  It  can  be  obtained  through 
the  patent-medicice  and  wholesale  houses.

Medicated  Wines— Mr.  S  B.  White,  chemist,  L3icester> 
makes  an  announcement  in  our  advertisement-pages  th's 
week  which  is  well  worth  consideration.  Mr.  White  manu- 
factures a  goo  3  coca- wine  (we  have  tiied  it,  so  "speak  by 
the  book  "),  and  ha  offers  the  agency  for  it  to  one  chemist  in 
a  district.  He  makes  a  point  that  chemists  only  get  the 
agency,  which  is  a  matter  of  importance,  and  he  offers  to 
piy  the  off  wine-licence  on  first  orders  of  101.  net  value. 
Tdis  need  not  be  for  coca-wine  solely,  because  Mr.  White 
also  manufactures  a  Liebig's  meat-and  malt  wine,  and  the 
order  can  be  made  up  of  both.  It  will  be  seen  from  the 
announcement  that  Mr.  White  has  devised  a  good  scheme 
for  making  the  wines  sell,  all  the  doctors  in  the  district 
being  "  sampled,"  an  advertisement  is  inserted  in  the  local 
newspaper,  each  town  is  billed  thoroughly,  and  a  liberal 
supply  of  handbills  and  showcards  is  given  to  the  agent. 
The  coca-wine  retails  at  Is  6d.  and  2s.  9d  ,  and  the  Liebig's 
at  2s.  and  3s.  6d.  Mr.  White  also  offers  quinine-wine  in 
bilk.  He  has  apparently  studied  this  wine-question 
carefnlly. 

Messes.  E.  Gebaut  k  Co.,  Farringdon  Road,  E.C.,  have 
supplied  us  with  further  particulars  regardiog  their  dispute 
with  the  Holborn  Gaardians,  which  show  that  they  have  been 
somewhat  harshly  treated.  They  had  supplied  the  City  Road 
Workhouse  with  syphons  from  August,  1892,  to  Dfcember 


last,  when  the  orders  were  sent  to  another  firm,  no  notice  of 
any  change  beiDg  given  to  them.  When,  in  the  course  of 
business,  they  heard  of  the  change,  they  desired  their  empties 
to  be  returned,  for  which  they  held  counterfoils  signed  by 
the  master  of  the  workhouse  or  bis  representatives.  Some 
were  returned,  and  when  they  were  informed  that  there 
were  no  more,  they  found  a  shortage  of  35J  dozen  syphons 
and  thirty-six  cases,  valued  at  53Z  6s.  6d.  Accounts  were 
rendered  periodically  showing  this  accumulation.  Corre- 
spond9EC3  with  the  Guardians  about  the  matter  was  kept  up 
trom  February  to  June ;  and  when  Messrs.  Geraut  put  the 
facts  into  their  solicitor's  hands  in  July  they  were  advised 
that  the  payment  was  statute-barred  unless  the  Local 
Government  Board  extended  the  time.  Hence  Messrs. 
Gerant's  eo  nmunication  to  the  B  sard  referred  to  last  week. 
The  Board  replied  to  the  effect  that  they  could  not  go  into 
the  matter  unless  the  Guardians  agree,  and  it  was  to  obtain 
this  point  that  Messrs.  Geraut  applied  to  the  Guardians  last 
week,  and  they,  secure  in  the  fact  that  the  account  is 
statute-barred,  refuse  to  consider  the  matter  further.  The 
incident  brings  into  prominence  the  fact  that  Guardians  are 
not  bound  to  pay  for  goods  supplied  in  one  quarter  after  the 
succeeding  quarter  ha3  expired. 

Labgiader's  Appabatus. — Messrs.  K'ohne  &  Sesemann, 
8  Duke  Street,  Manchester  Square,  W.,  bring  under  our 
notice  this  apparatus  for  muscular  exercise,  which  is  of 
special  interest  at  the  present  moment  when  medical  men 
are  beginning  to  appreciate  the  value  of  gentle  arm-exercise 
a3  a  remedial  agent  in  diseases  of  the  thoracic  organs.  The 
apparatus  consists  of  a  rope,  or  rather  two,  each  being  fixed 
in  a  polished-mahogany  handle,  the  one  rope  sliding  through 
the  handle  of  the  other.  At  the  ends  are  weights,  divided 
into  five  or  more  discs,  sliding  over  a  steel  catch  which 
permits  the  weights  to  be  removed.  This  catch  secures  the 
rope,  but  it  is  so  arranged  that  the  rope  can  be  shortened  or 
otherwise  adapted  to  the  height  of  the  person  using  the 
apparatus.  In  a  sense  the  apparatus  is  a  set  of  dumb-bells, 
and  can  be  used  as  such,  but  it  has  the  additional  advantage 
of  presenting  to  the  user  a  degree  of  resistance  which  is 


highly  beneficial  for  the  development  of  the  chest.  The 
figure  shows  the  manner  of  using  the  apparatus ;  but  we  have 
before  us  a  sheet  illustrating  about  a  hundred  different 
postures  that  the  user  may  assume.  The  great  advantage  of 
the  apparatus  is  that  the  weigh!;  can  be  graduated  so  easily, 
and  its  adaptation  in  this  direction  and  in  length  makes  it 
suitable  for  several  persons  in  a  household.  Mr.  Theodora 
Zibn,  a  German  physical  instructor,  has  written  a  book 
about  the  apparatus,  in  which  he  shows  its  capabilities  for 
muscular  exercise.  We  introduce  the  apparatus  to  the 
notice  of  the  drug- trade,  partly  for  the  benefit  of  the  many 
who  feel  that  the  sedentary  life  of  pharmacy  does  not  give 
them  sufficient  opportunity  for  exercise,  and  partly  that 
those  who  do  business  in  surgical  appliances  may  add  the 
apparatus  to  their  stock.  It  is  made  in  six  sizes,  which  cover 
the  requirements  of  children,  weak  adults,  and  robust  adults 
The  prices  range  from  6s.  Qd.  to  15s. 
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personalities. 


Dr.  Trimen,  Director  of  the  Ceylon  Botanical  Gardens, 
and  collaborator  with  the  late  Professor  Bentley  in  the 
production  of  "  Medicinal  Plants,"  is  seriously  ill. 

Mr  W.  A.  Munn,  who  may  be  fairly  described  as  the 
pioneer  of  modernised  methods  in  the  Newfoundland  cod- 
liver  oil  industry,  is  a  native  of  the  island,  but  has  spent 
a  considerable  time  in  Montreal. 

Mr.  G.  F.  Birks,  formerly  of  Adelaide,  left  Lmdon  for 
Australia  on  Friday  by  the  Austral.  He  will  act  as  Austra- 
lasian representative  for  Messrs  A.  Bishop  &Sons  (Limited), 
and  another  English  chemical  firm. 

Apotheker  Anton  von  Waldheim,  President  of  the 
Austrian  Pharmaceutical  8ociety  and  honorary  member  o^ 
the  German  Pharmaceutical  Society,  celebrated  on  Sep" 
tember  22  the  completion  of  the  fiftieth  year  in  which  he 
had  been  eDgaged  in  pharmacy.

Sir  Clements  E.  Markham,  K.C.B.,  F.R.S.,  President  of 
the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  has  made  his  appearance  in 

public  in  a  new  light 
— viz.,  as  a  novelist. 
Hitherto  Sir  C.  Mark- 
ham's  publications, 
though  numerous, 
have  been  of  a 
severely  technical 
character.  To  phar- 
macists he  is  best 
known  perhaps  as 
the  author  of  two 
standard  works  oa 
cinchona,  the  ODe 
relating  to  South 
America,  whence  he 
procnred  the  seeds  at 
consideiable  personal 
trouble  and  risk,  the 
other  dealirjg  with 
the  cultivation  of  the 
cinchonas  in  Biitish 
India.  Sir  Clements  Markbam's  South  American  travels 
made  him  an  enthusiast  as  well  as  an  authority  of  the 
first  rank  on  the  history  of  the  Inca  Empire  of  Peru,  and 
inspired  a  great  many  articles  from  his  pen  on  Peruvian 
history,  geography,  and  literature.  Like  Robert  Louis 
Stevenson,  who  confessed  to  the  singular  fascination  he  felt 
in  poring  over  a  geographical  atlas,  Sir  Clements  Markham 
divides  his  attention  between  geography  and  literature.  In 
his  former  capacity  he  occupies  the  dignified  office  of 
President  of  the  Royal  Geographical  Society,  in  the  latter 
he  has  just  published,  through  Messrs.  A.  &  C.  Black,  an 
historical  romance  entitled  "  The  Paladins  of  Edwin  the 
Great,"  for  which  Mr.  Ralph  Peacock  has  furnished  the 
illustrations.  The  scene  of  the  story  is  laid  partly  in 
Northumbria,  in  the  beginning  of  the  seventh  century, 
shortly  after  the  introduction  of  Christianity  into  England, 
and  partly  in  Constantinople  and  Rome. 

Mrs.  Fred  Reynolds,  in  her  latest  novel,  "A  Tangled 
Garden,"  makes  a  notable  advance  towards  the  first  rank  of 
English  women-DOvelists.  At  the  moment  of  writing  we 
have  not  finished  the  tale,  and  it  is  not  one  that  can  be 
skipped ;  but  we  have  got  sufficiently  into  the  plot  to  justify 
us  in  saying  that  the  author  far  exceeds  in  manner  and 
matter  her  last  effort.  It  is  a  book  which  will  appeal 
specially  to  women  and  those  who  can  appreciate  child-life, 
for  there  is  much  in  it  which  reflects  warmth  of  affection 
and  knowledge  of  children's  ways.  Mrs.  Reynolds  can 
describe  scenery,  too :  indeed,  there  are  some  charming 
passages  dealing  with  North  Wales  in  the  early  patt  of  the 
book.  The  tale  begins  well.  A  young  man,  of  Quaker 
origin,  resolves,  after  a  University  education,  to  embark  on

a  literary  life.  Meanwhile  he  becomes  infatuated  with  a 
woman  no  loDger  young,  bat  still  beautiful.  He  believes  her 
*o  be  a  widow,  and  works  up  towards  a  proposal,  and  is  in 
dramatic  circumstances  rejected.  For  why.  and  all  that 
happens  after,  we  must  refer  our  readers  to  the  book  itself. 
What  we  have  told  is  in  the  prologue — an  original  touch, 
which  is  quite  successful.  For  those  who  do  not  know,  we 
may  explain  that  Mrs.  Reynolds  is  the  wife  of  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist.  Her  publishers  are  Messrs.  Hutchinson  & 
Co.,  who  have  produced  the  book  excellently.

AS  an  exposition  of  the  photographic  art  of  to  day,  the 
collection  of  pictures  and  specimens  now  on  view  at  the 
hall  of  the  Rojal  Society  of  Painters  in  Water-colours,  Pall 
Mall  East,  is  as  fine  a  thiDg  as  has  been  brought  together, 
and  compaied  with  the  Dudley  Gallery  Salon,  the  Photo- 
graphic Society's  effort  is  more  catholic,  more  pleasing,  and 
decidedly  more  enjoyable.  It  is  a  smaller  show  this  year, 
but  we  understand  that  the  Selection  Committee  had  1,100 
pictures  to  choose  from,  and  of  these  they  have  huag  only 
351,  or  about  100  fewer  than  last  year.  These  are  arranged  in 
charming  fashion  round  the  Gallery.  We  have  rarely  seen 
pictures  so  well  hung.  In  addition  to  ordinary  photographs 
there  are  a  series  of  skiagraphs,  lantern-slides,  stereoscopic 
views,  and  a  nice  collection  of  apparatus. 

The  collection  of  pictures  does  not  contain  many  novel'ies 
in  methods  of  production — bromide,  carbon,  and  platinum 
papers  predominating — except  in  the  architectural  pictures, 
which  are  mostly  printed  on  gelatino-chloride  paper,  some 
of  them  platinum-toned.  We  were  pleased  to  note  the  great 
perfection  attained  by  most  exhibitors  in  the  last-mentioned 
class.  There  is  not  a  bad  picture  amongst  them,  and  some 
are  of  distinct  historical  value.  We  also  observed  a  number 
of  homely  interiors,  which  are  interesting  as  compositions 
and  highly  creditable  in  execution. 

The  portraiture  is  above  the  average  The  place  of  honour 
is  given  to  a  life-sized  "  Study  of  a  Child,"  in  carbon,  by 
Mr.  Henry  C.  Spink,  of  Brighton,  in  which  the  background 
is  Carrara  marble — a  highly  successful  effort.  A  medal  ha? 
been  awarded  to  Mr.  Phillip  von  Schoellerfor  a  portrait-study 
of  a  girl  with  ruff,  the  light  falling  on  one  side.  It  is  but  a 
7-|  by  5|  picture,  but  every  bit  of  is  shows  softness  and 
cnaracter.  Mr.  W.  M.  Warnecke's  portrait  of  alady  (No.  37) 
is  a  study  in  brown  carbon  whicn  exhibits  originality  in 
method  and  treatment.  A  goodly  number  of  figure  compo- 
sitions are  in  the  Gallery,  and  there  are  few  uninteresting 
pictures  amoDgst  them,  wnile  many  are  suggestive. 

In  landscapes  the  col'eotion  teems  to  us  to  be  much  ahead 
of  last  year's  exhibition.  The  keyno':e  is  struck  by  No  1, 
"  Silver  Birch,"  by  Mr.  Frederick  A  Crew,  which  recalls 
MacWhiiter.  There  are  some  beautiful  sea  and  sail  pictures, 
and  the  moorland  effects  are  also  good.  Medical  men  have 
contributed  a  good  share  of  the  work  in  this  department. 
Dr.  Page  May,  49  Welbeck  Street,  W.,  has  thirteen  pictures 
on  the  walls,  those  of  Egyptian  desert-scenes  being  the  most 
interesting,  although  the  portraits  of  Thothmes  II.  and  other 
ancient  Egyptian  kings  are  historically  more  valuable.  Pro- 
iessor  Finlay,  M.D.,  of  Aberdeen,  sends  a  sea-piece,  "Mist 
and  Sunshine,"  and  Dr.  Geo-ge  MacDoDald,  of  Southall, 
carries  off  a  medal  for  a  bunch  of  roses,  to  which  his 
"Wild  Flowers"  (No.  77)  is  scarcely  inferior.  Pharma- 
ceutical visitors  will  find  many  botanical  pictures  in 
the  Gallery,  those  of  Mr.  Henry  Troth  being  well 
worth  inspection,  and  they  suggest  the  possibility 
of  using  photographs  for  study  and  examination 
purposes.  Other  medical  men  exhibiting  are  Mr.  J. 
Hall-Edwards,  L  R.C.P  ,  of  Birmingham,  who  contributes 
to  the  skiagraphic  section  ;  Mr.  E.  K.  Man  waving,  M  R.C.S  , 
Brighton ;  and  Dr.  Llewellyn  Morgan,  Liverpool.  In  the 
apparatus  exhibits  is  shown  Victor  Bracq's  "  chariot 
polyposes,"  the  apparatus  for  making  photographic  "doubles," 
or  photographs  in  which  the  same  person  appears  in  several 
poiitions,  We  printed  one  of  the  first  examples  of  such 
pictures  about  two  years  since.  The  apparatus  takes  the 
form  of  a  rectangular  frame  which  can  be  slid  in  front  of 
the  focussing-screen  and  the  dry  plate  by  means  of  an 
endless  screw.  With  the  exhibit  is  a  frame  of  results,  to 
show  what  the  instrument  can  accomplish. 

Messrs.  George  Houghton  &  Son,  High  Holborn,  show 
several  novelties,  including;  a  walking-stick  stand  for  the 
pocket  "  Kodak."  Messrs.  W.  Watson  &  Sons,  High  Holborn, 
exhibit,  amongst  other  things.  Rootgen-ray  apparatus;  and 
Messrs.  Thorn  &  Hoddle,  169  Camberwell  New  Koad,  S.E., 
show  a  small  acetylene-gas  generator. 

The  exhibition  will  be  open  until  the  middle  of  November. 
It  is  open  daily  from  10  to  5,  and  on  Monday,  Wednesday,  and 
Siturdayeven'ngs  at  7.  D  jmonstrations  of  x  ray  photography 
are  given  daily  at  3.30  P  m.    The  Birt-Acres  kinematescope 


is  shown  every  evening  that  the  exhibition  is  open,  at 
8  45  p.m.,  and  exhibitions  of  slides  by  means  of  the  optical 
lantern  are  given  at  7  45  p  m.  Each  evening  there  is  a  dis- 
tinct set  of  slides,  and  it  would  be  well  for  those  interested 
to  get  the  programme- card. 

It  is  a  strange  commentary  upon  the  ways  of  newspaper 
art-criticism  that  our  leading  morning  daily  has  entrusted 
its  reporting  of  photographic  matters  to  a  gentleman  in- 
timately connected  with  the  fortunes  of  the  Photographic 
Salon.  It  is  not  surprising,  therefore,  to  find  the  Salon 
lauded  to  the  skies  in  our!  contemporary's  columns,  and  the 
Royal  Photographic  Society's  exhibition  is  devoid  of  "  soul," 
and  all  else  tnat  makes  for  Salonic  righteousness.

ALMOST  every  traveller  or  explorer  who  visits  Africa  take3 
among  his  luggage  a  photographic  apparatus,  but  un- 
fortunately very  few  succeed  in  bringing  home  a  series  of 
good  pictures.  Having  had  myself  considerable  experience 
in  photographing  in  tropical  regions,  I  will  try  to  give  as 
briefly  as  possible  the  result  of  my  experience.  During  a 
five  years'  journey  round  the  world  I  took  neatly  4,000 
photographs.  More  recently,  when  I  crossed  Africa  from  the 
Cape  to  Uganda,  from  189L  to  1891,  I  took  over  400  photo- 
graphs. Daring  these  journeys  I  have  tried  different 
apparatus  and  have  tested  almost  every  brand  of  plates  and 
films,  and  I  have  been  able  to  determine  what  is  the  most 
useful  outfit  to  be  recommended  to  intending  explorers. 

Camera. — To  insure  success  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  strong 
camera  of  the  simplest  make  but  powerfully  constructed  and 
abundantly  brass  bound — 5  by  4  and  half-plate  are  the  most 
useful  sizes.  The  camsra  should  rest  on  a  strong  stand,  so- 
called  detective  or  hand  cameras  being  useless  toys.  The 
stand  mast  be  very  strong,  so  as  not  to  be  shaken  by  the 
wind.  Double  dark  slides  should  not  be  used,  as  they  invari- 
ably let  in  the  light  after  some  time.  The  most  practical 
way  of  carrying  plates  is  by  using  one  of  Hare's  changing- 
boxes.  I  am  actually  using  one  that  has  already  been  three 
years  in  Central  Africa  and  six  months  in  Madagascar.  It 
has  been  through  more  than  400  days  of  rain,  and  has  never 
been  out  cf  order.  Two  lenses  ought  to  be  used — a  rapid 
rectilinear  and  a  wide-angle  lens — both  fitted  with  iiis 
diaDbragm. 

Plates  and  Films. — I  have  tried  both,  and  I  have  no 
hesita  ion  in  condemning  films  for  tropical  climates.  It  is  a 
mist  ike  to  imagine  that  weight  is  of  great  importance  in 
Cantral  Africa.  When  you  travel  with  a  caravan  the  average 
amount  of  luggage,  camp  material,  and  trading  goods 
required  for  a  journey  of  twelve  to  eighteen  months  comes 
to  8  000  to  10  0)0  lbs.  A  difference  of  50  lbs.  more  or  less  is 
therefore  of  no  consequence.  The  plates  which  I  have 
found  most  satisfactory  are  Wratten  k.  Wa'nwright's.  Out 
of  nearly  5.000  of  them  I  have  used  I  never  found  a  bad  one, 
and  they  stand  heat  and  damp  equally  well.  It  is  worth 
describing  the  extraordinary  tests  I  have  subjected  them  to. 
In  189  L I  started  from  the  Cape  with  thrae  gross  of  the  plates. 
During  six  months  they  were  carted  about  on  ox-waggons, 
being  jolted  in  the  most  terrific  fashion,  but  not  a  single  one 
was  broken.  In  the  Kalahari  desert  I  met  with  a  mishap, 
and  had  to  leave  most  of  my  goods  behind  me,  proceed- 
ing with  a  few  loads  to  the  Zunbesi.  When  I 
returned  three  months  later  I  found  that  the  box  containing 
my  plates  had  been  left  in  the  open  during  all  the  time  in 
the  rain.  When  the  case  was  opened  the  cardboard  boxes 
were  so  soaked  that  they  dropped  to  pieces.  I  dried  them 
in  the  sun,  and  having  tried  some  of  the  plates  I  was 
astonished  to  find  that  none  of  them  were  spotted  and  all 
of  them  were  quite  as  good  as  before.  In  fact,  for  the  two 
years  following  I  took  all  my  photos  on  these  plates,  and  all 
the  pictures  turned  out  excellent.  I  must,  however,  recom- 
mend the  ordinary  (slow)  plates.  Using  a  Dalmeyer's  rapid 
rectilinear  lens  with  the  smallest  diaphragm,  an  exposure  of 
two  seconds  can  be  given  in  the  brightest  sun,  and  the  picture 
so  obtained  is  quite  soft  and  fu'l  of  details, 
i  Development. — If  you  want  to  obtain  good  results  it  is 
necessary  to  develop  the  plates  as  you  take  them.    This  can 
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be  easily  done  by  using  a  portable  tent — a  box  covered  with 
a,  dark  cloth  tbat  yon  fasten  round  your  waist.  Fresh 
chemicals  and  great  cleanliness  are  indispensable.  The 
question  of  chemicals  is  a  difficult  one  to  solve — I  strongly 
advise  the  use  of  pyrogallic  acid  and  ammonia,  especially 
with  Wratten's  plates.  The  solution  with  which  I  obtained 
the  best  results  is  the  following  : — 


Pyrogallic  acid       ..       ..      ..       . .   20  gr. 

Water   2  oz. 

Add  to  the  above  12  minims  of  the  following  solution  : — 

Ammonia  solution,  -8803  1  dr. 

Water  1  dr. 

Bromide  of  potassium       . .       . .       . .     8  gr. 


Up  to  20  minims  of  this  can  be  added  to  thepyro  solution, 
but  above  this  amount  there  is  great  danger  of  getting  a 
•green  fog.  I  found  much  difficulty  in  preserving  pyro  and 
in  keeping  ammonia  from  evaporating,  but  Messrs.  Burroughs, 
Wellcome  &  Co.  solved  the  difficulty  for  me.  Their  com- 
pressed "  fabloids  "  of  pyro  can  be  kept  almost  indefinitely 
without  turning  black,  and,  each  "  tabloid  "  being  accurately 
weighed,  a  fresh  solution  can  be  made  instantaneously  for 
each  plate  They  also  t upplied  me  with  -880  ammonia  in 
hermetically  sealed  tubes  ,each  containing  1  dr. —  sufficient 
to  develop  six  to  eight  plates.  Messrs.  Burroughs,  Well- 
come &  Co  ,  now  manufacture  a  whole  series  of  photographic 
"  tabloids." 

I  would  again  insist  upon  the  necessity  for  cleanliness. 
In  tropical  climates  solutions  get  readily  oxidised,  and 
it  is  absolutely  necessary,  after  developing  each  plate,  to 
thoroughly  clean  the  tray  and  the  measure-gla-s.  When  the 
plate  has  been  fixed  it  ought  to  be  well  washed  and  then 
immersed  for  at  least  a  quarter  of  an  hour  in  a  strong  solution 
of  alum.  When  taken  out  of  the  alum-bath  the  plate  must 
be  dipped  in  a  ba  in  of  water,  lightly  rubbed  all  over  with 
the  fingers,  and  then  washed  over  with  running  water. 

To  pack  up  negatives  they  ought  to  be  placed  face  to  face, 
with  a  piece  of  paper  between  them.  Each  dozen  is  then 
tied  up  in  a  piece  of  paper,  fastened  as  tight  as  possible  with 
a  small  string,  and  placed  in  the  original  cardboard  box.  If 
the  plates  are  packed  very  tight  together,  they  are  absolutely 
safe  and  run  no  risk  of  being  broken.

Ebitorial  Comments* 


ARE    BOOTS  BEATEN? 

Mr.  Jesse  Boot  has  appealed  to  Cassar,  and  now  awaits  Ihe 
decision  which  Csesar— to  wit,  proprietary- medicine  manu- 
facturers and  wholesale  dealers  therein— may  give  as  to  his 
charge  against  retail  druggists.  We  do  not  suppose  that 
Ctesar  will  speak  before  be  has  heard  what  the  other  side 
has  to  say,  and  there  is  much  to  say  in  reply  to  Mr.  Boot's 
plaintive  pleading.  There  is  something  to  be  said,  for 
example,  regarding  Mr.  Boot's  statement  that  three-fourths 
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of  the  trade  in  proprietary  medicines  is  done  by  stores  and 
pushing  firms.  We  think  he  exaggerates,  but  none  can  tell 
better  than  the  patent-medicine  houses  how  far  that  is 
■correct.  Nor  is  it  proven  that  a  rise  in  price  of  a  popular 
article,  which  means  bringing  it  up  to  the  advertised  price, 
is  prejudicial  to  its  sale.  The  facts,  such  as  they  are, 
are  against  that  view.  Mr.  Boot  avoids  the  most  important 
consideration  in  respect  to  the  patent-medicine  trade,  which 
is  that  he  and  others  have  made  such  articles  a  leading  line, 
and  have  created  that  contrast  between  "  selling-price"  and 
"  our  price,"  which  have  helped  to  make  business  for  them, 
bat  have  so  diminished  the  value  of  the  trade  to  those  who 
work  on  strictly  economic  lines  that  they  may  decline  to 
(handle  the  goods  if  manufacturers  do  not  assist  them  to  get 
a  better  ratio  of  profit.  The  case  of  the  retail  druggist 
must  be  considered  by  manufacturers  and  wholesale 
dealers,  spite  of  the  fact  that  Mr.  Boot  and  similar  pushirjg 
men  are  valuable  customers,  and  Mr.  Boot  must  have  a 
strong  backing  before  he  can  undo  the  good  work  which 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  have  so  far  ac- 
■complished.  Indeed,  if  Mr.  Boot's  purpose  had  been  to  unite 
retail  druggists,  and  to  bring  a  larger  measure  of  sympathy 
towards  the  Association  he  could  not  have  selected  a  better 
<way  of  doing  it  than  his  letter.  The  time  is  also  favourable 
to  retailers,  for  in  a  week  or  two  the  Winter  Session  will  be 
in  full  swing,  and  it  will  pay  the  trade  to  drop  presiden- 
tial addresses  and  scientific  disquisitions,  and  give  expres- 
sion to  their  combined  opinion  on  this  last  assault  of  their 
heritage. 


ARE  WE  LOSING  GROUND  IN 
FOREIGN  TRADE? 
With  our  ears  full  of  the  discordant  notes  of  prophets  of 
evil,  who  are  for  ever  croaking  of  the  impending  ruin  of  our 
foreign  trade,  we  took  up  a  recently  issued  Blue-book  of 
statistical  tables  on  British  trade  and  production  from  1854 
to  1894  compared  with  that  of  foreign  nations.  The  book 
contains  about  ninety  pages  full  of  figures,  and  one  has  to 
wade  pretty  deeply  through  it,  and  make  several  calcula- 
tions of  one's  own,  before  one  can  draw  a  moral.  The  follow- 
ing short  table  is  the  result  of  certain  calculations  which  we 
have  made  on  the  basis  of  the  figures  in  the  Blue-book. 
The  quinquennial  periods  1875-79  and  1890-94  are  the 
furthest  distant  ones  which  admit  of  comparison,  inas- 
much as  it  is  only  since  1875  thai;  trade  statistics  have  been 
kept  in  Britain,  the  United  States,  Germany,  and  France 
upon  a  sufficiently  similar  basis.  We  have  also  (what 
statisticians  generally  fail  to  do)  taken  into  account  the 
lelative  population  of  each  country,  for  it  is  obvious  that  if, 
to  take  a  suppositious  case,  the  foreign  trade  of  both  France 
■and  Germany  had  (increased  50  per  cent,  in  the  course  of 
twenty  years,  while  the  population  of  Germany  had  grown 
by  10  per  cent,  and  that  of  France  had  remained  stationary, 
the  relative  commercial  gain  of  France  would  have  been 
.greater  than  that  of  Germany.  Our  calculations  give  the 
following  result : —

Taking  into  account  the  great  fall  in  the  price  of  stable  com- 
modities during  the  past  twenty  years,  the  increased  output 
and  spending-power  of  the  United  States  are  remarkable. 
The  United  Kingdom,  it  will  be  seen,  has  made  fair  progress. 
The  loss  in  exports  of  France  is  probably  due  largely  to  her 
rigid  protectionism,  and  Germany,  par  held  of  population, 
actually  both  imports  and  exports  a  smaller  money's  worth 
of  goods  than  she  did  in  1875-79.  These  figures  do  not  prove 
everything,  but  they  should  go  a  long  way  to  allay  unfounded 
alarm. 

A    DOCTORS'  UNION. 

Geneeal  medical  practitioners  have  been  put  to  sore 
straits  lately.  The  struggle  for  existence  presses  hard  upon 
them,  and  the  five  years'  curriculum  has  afforded  no  relief. 
The  internal  competition  is  greater,  if  anything,  than  the 
external  ;  considerations  of  professionalism  prevent  that 
self-assertion  which  is  tolerated  in  the  higher  ranks  and  in 
trade,  and  the  men  who  carry  health  to  the  poor  and  the 
needy  are  too  frequently  poorer  than  their  patients.  All 
these  things  have  been  patent  to  those  who  have  read 
medical  journals  during  this  year.  "  The  Battle  of  the  Clubs  " 
has  been  a  constant  topic  in  thBm,  and,  summed  up,  it 
means  that  doctors  have  at  lasi  kicked  against  the  grinding- 
down  process  which  working-men's  and  other  medical  clubs 
have  applied  to  them.  They  have  begun  to  see  that  these 
clubs  have  taken  advantage  of  their  greatest  weakness — 
want  of  combination— and  now  we  are  to  have  a  doctors' 
union,  a  sort  of  professional  anti-cutting  association.  The 
scheme  is  outlined  by  a  Times  correspondent.  It  is  pro- 
posed to  combine  the  entire  profession  in  a  union  pledged 
not  to  accept  less  than  a  fixed  minimum  fee  from  any 
patient,  and  to  refuse  to  attend  any  patient  who  is  unable 
or  unwilling  to  pay  this  fee,  unless  he  is  a  subscriber  to  a 
general  provident  fund  or  a  person  entitled  to  Poor-law 
medical  relief.  The  provident  fund  is  the  brightest  part  of 
the  idea.  The  originators  consider  that  there  are  many 
people  who  cannot  pay  an  ordinary  medical  fee,  and  who,  when 
an  illness  comes  upon  them,  must  accept  hospital  charity,  who 
would  subscribe  at  fixed  periods  a  sum  within  their  means, 
which  would  entitle  them  to  free  medical  attendance. 
Better  that  than  spend  all  their  small  savings  on  the  doctor's 
bill.  No  patient  would  be  admitted  to  the  provident  cla:s 
unless  he  could  satisfy  a  local  committee,  consisting  of 
representatives  of  both  sides,  that  his  income  did  not  exceed 
a  certain  sum,  and  the  minimum  fee  and  subscription  would 
move  with  the  income.  In  deciding  the  scale  of  subscrip- 
tions and  fees  the  number  of  the  subscriber's  family  would 
also  be  taken  into  account. 

One  of  the  best  features  of  the  scheme  is  that  perfect 
freedom  of  choice  of  doctor  and  patient  would  remain. 
The  patient  would  choose  the  doctor  he  wishes,  and  havicg 
once  chosen,  he  would  be  required  to  stick  to  that  doctor 
during  a  certain  specified  period.    The  doctor  would  be  free 
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to  refuse  any  patient  at  the  cutset,  but  having  accepted 
him  he  would  be  required  to  continue  his  treatment  for  a 
fixed  period.  At  stated  periods  the  provident  fund,  less  the 
expenses  of  management,  would  be  distributedjamongst  the 
members  of  the  union  in  proportion  to  the  number  cf 
patients  treated  by  each,  without  any  reference  to  the  valte 
o'  the  contributor  s  of  the  particular  patients.  Provision  is 
mide  in  the  scheme  for  permitting  doctors  to  attend  to  boih 
private  and  provident  patients,  and  for  ginog  up  the  latter, 
if  he  wishes,  at  stated  periods.  It  is  expected  that  after 
the  scheme  is  at  work  for  a  time,  fiiendly  societies  and 
p-ovident  dispensaries  will  fall  in  with  it. 
-  These  are,  it  will  b3  understood,  propoaals.'and  that  they 
aie  capable  of  realisation  we  do  not  question  ;  but  not  at 
present.  The  scheme  will  serve,  however,  to  impress  upon 
medical  practitioners  the  desirability  of  instituting  some 
other  system  of  charging  than  that  which  they  now 
adopt.  The  working  clasres  are  sumoiently  well  looked 
after  in  this  matter,  but  those  immediately  above  them  who 
have  to  wear  black  coats  and  live  in  villas  feel  doctors' 
charges  most  keenly,  and  would  welcome  such  a  change  as 
would  bring  about  an  annual  payment.  This  has  been 
advocated  by  some  medical  men,  and  the  Doctors'  Union 
scheme  is  an  elaboration  of  the  idea.  If  any  proposal  of  the 
hind  is  carried  out  it  will  affect  the  custom  of  dispensing 
by  doctors,  as  they  will  find  a  scheme  of  medical  attendance, 
exclusive  of  medicine,  to  be  the  best  course  for  them.  If 
that  should  be  a  result,  nobody  will  be  more  thankful  for  it 
than  dispensing  chemists. 


RAT-CAKE. 

There  is  room  for  action  on  the  part  of  the  powers  that  be 
regarding  the  sale  of  poisonous  ra^-cake.  Several  children 
have  been  poisoned  by  it  in  the  Eist-end  of  London  lately  ; 
indeed,  in  one  week  eleven  suffered  from  poisoning  after 
eating  some  cake  which  thsy  hai  picked  up  on  the  street, 
and  two  of  them  died.  Later,  another  girl  died,  and  a  few 
weeks  ago  a  seaman  died  from  the  same  cause.  The 
Coroner  of  West  Ham  is  now  investigating  the  death  of  a 
girl  of  8  who,  it  is  supposed,  picked  up  a  piece  of  rat-cake 
somewhere.  The  Acts  in  regard  to  poisoned  grain  and  flesh 
do  not  appear  to  touch  cake,  bat  it  would  be  interesting  to 
know  who  sells  the  stuff.    It  contains  arsenic. 

SHIPS'  MEDICINE-CHESTS. 

The  Liverpool  Journal  of  Commerce  has  been  looking  over 
the  Board  of  Trade's  medicine -^cale  for  ships,  and  is  horrified. 
Amongst  other  strong  things,  the  Journal  says : — 

A  number  of  practically  useless  medicines  appear  in  the 
scale,  while  many  medicines  in  common  daily  use  by  every 
doctor  are  omitted.  Thus,  slacked  lime  has  to  be  carried  in 
quantity  sufficient  to  make  neatly  30  gallons  of  lime-water, 
while  there  i3  not  a  drop  of  chlorodyne.  Three  ounces  of  cam- 
phor are  supplied,  probably  to  keep  moth  from  the  surgeon's 
wardrobe ;  while  there  is  not  a  grain  of  rhubarb  or  of 
magnesia  for  a  child  requirirg  those  familiar  corrective 
medicines,  not  a  seidlitz-powder,  nor  the  materials  for 
making  one.  Is  is  strictly  laid  down  that  all  pills  are  to  be 
coated  with  gelatine,  doubtless  in  order  to  make  them  stick 
into  a  mass  in  hot  damp  weather  ;  and  that  all  bottles  shall 
have  glass  stoppers,  to  jump  out  cr  to  stick  tight  and 
be  broken  off,  instead  of  the  common  but  effective  cork 
so  much  preferable  in  at  least  cine  cases  out  of  ten.  As  we 
go  on  we  stumble  over  endless  blunders.  We  find  vaseline 
decorated  with  the  eleeant  name  of  "  Salvo  Petrolia,"  and 
specified  as  soft  paraffir,  without  a  thought  of  the  well- 
known  fact  that  if,  as  well  as  most  of  the  seven  other 
ointments  ordered,  will  run  into  fluid  oil  as  soon  as  the  ship 
gets  into  the  tropics  for  want  of  being  hardened  with  a  due 
proportion  of  paraffin-wax.  We  find  "  sublimated  wood- 
wool "  for  antiseptic  dressing?,  but  not  a  scrap  of  the 
common  absorbent  cotton- wool  so  constantly  used  in  every 
surgery. 


It  is  in  view|of  the  recent  revision  that  the  Journal  makes- 
these  comments,  and  [we]  are  astonished  that  the  extent  of 
the  revision  is  not  referred  to.  It  consisted  of  changing 
"chloric  ether"  to  "spirit  of  chlorofoim."  The  medical 
advisers  of  the  Board  are  probably  not  aware  that  these  are- 
synonjmous  terms  for  a  pharmacor.  oeial  preparation. 

sterilised:  MILK. 
Dairymen  are  not  in  love  with  sterilised  milk  because  it 
looks  so  "  thin."  The  same  complaint  is  made  against 
sterilised  cream.  A  remedy  for  this  has  been  found  by 
Professors  Babcock  and  Russell,  of  Wisconsin,  in  saccharated 
solution  of  lime,  which  they  call  "  viscogen,"  on  account  of 
its  viscous- producing  powers.  Viscogen  contains  from  25  to 
30  per  cent,  of  sugar  (as  syrup)  and  from  5  to  6  per  cent,  of 
lime,  and  it  is  said  to  do  its  work  well,  especially  as  an 
addition  to  cream.  A  quantity  of  the  solution  equivalent  to 
an  ounce  of  lime  is  sufficient  for  16  gallons  of  cream.

A  Liverpool  hair- doctor  puts  it  differently.  He  sells  a 
liniment  which  "cures  dropsy,  rheumatism,  ulcerated  throats, 
asthma,  stiff  neck,  lumbago,  weak  ankles,  gumboils,  neu- 
ralgia, ear  and  face  ache,  quinsy,  numbness,"  and  a  dozen 
other  troubles,  all  neatly  arranged  in  two  columns.  Under 
the  first  column,  which  comprises  th9  above-named  troubles, 
the  users  of  the  stuff  are  thus  enjoirei: — "When  cure  has- 
been  obtained,  remember  to  thank  the  Lord  for  it."  The 
second  lot  of  disorders  appear  not  to  require  this,  for  the 
inventor  and  patentee  puts  under  them : — "  In  malignant- 
cases  external  and  internal  must  be  used." 

SCHEDULING  OF  CARBOLIC  ACID. 
Commenting  upon  the  Privy  Council's  letter  regarding  the 
scheduling'of  carbolic  acid,  the  British  Medical  Journal  says 
there  is  reason  to  hope  that  something  may  now  be  done  to 
prevent  the  continuance  of  an  evil  that  has  become  so  con- 
spicuous.! In  regard  to  the  use  of  carbolic  acid  for  sanitary- 
purposes,  itjmight  be  urged  that,  however  great  its  advan- 
tages, the  sacrifice  of  so  many  lives  every  year  is  too  high  a 
price  to  pay  for  them,  so  that  on  this  ground  alone  the  sale 
of  such  a  dangerous  article  in  teacups  or  ginger-beer  bottles- 
at  all  kinds  of  shops,  and  without  ary  precautionary 
measures  to  prevent  misuse,  should  not  be  allowed.  But 
there  are  evenjstronger  reasons  for  urging  that  the  sale  of 
carbolic  acid  should  be  subjected  to  the  restrictions  of  the 
Pharmacy^ Act  as  beirig  one  of  the  most  dangerous  poisons. 
The  proposed  restriction  of  the  sale  of  the  concentrated  acid 
need  not  in  any  degree  interfere  with  the  free  use  of  the 
article  for  purposes  of  sanitation. 

THE  "SPECTATOR.  ON.iTRUSTS. 
The  Spectator  has  something  to  say  about  the  John  D. 
Park  &  Sons'  Company's  case  against  the  National  Wholesale- 
Druggists'  Association,  which  it  regards  from  the  point  of 
view  of  trusts.  The  case  is  an  extreme  one,  says  our  con- 
temporary, "  because  it  is  clear  that  a  trust  of  the  kind  is, 
or  may  be,  playing  with  human  life.  It  does  not  matter 
much  if  they  raise  the  price  of  patent  medicines,  [which 
seems  to  have  been  the  specific  grievance,  to  a  guinea  a 
drop ;  but  suppose  they  put  drugs  like  quinine,  opium,  or 
the  aperients  out  of  the  reach  of  the  poor.  It  .will  be 
remembered  that  Mr.  Bryan's  followers  place  the:  trust 
system  in  the  forefront  of  their  charges  against  capital,  and 
cases  like  this  give  them  an  argumentative  foothold,  all  the 
more  effective  because  ordinary  Americans  are  very  nearly 
crazy  about  drugs.  They  suffer  from  depression,  and,  take 
to  medicine  as  a  remedy,  as  Northern  Europeans  take  to 
alcohol."  This  is  a  way  of  lookiDg  at  the  matter  almost 
foreign  to  us,  but  we  are  none  the  worse  for  "  seeing  our- 
sels  as  ithers  see  us." 
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'"CHEMIST  AND  DRUGGIST,'  PLEASE  QUOTE." 
The  following'  conversation  between  a  young  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  and  a  customer  shows  the  extent  of  their 
English,  says  "Medico"  in  the  British  Journal  of  Photo- 
graphy :— 

A  customer  asked  the  chemist  if  he  had  aDy  good  vinegar, 
a?  where  he  got  it  last  it  was  poor,  although  called  40's. 
The  chemist  assured  him  his  was  very  good,  being  elevens. 
The  customer,  knowing  a  little  about  specific  gravity,  could 
not  understand  how  a  vinegar  of  specific  gravity  1  015  could 
be  better  than  1  052,  but  took  it,  and  found  it  very  good  ; 
next  time  he  asked  the  chemist  if  he  was  sure  it  was  elevens, 
and  he  said  yes,  quite  sure — be  would  show  him  the  invoice ; 
and,  lo  and  behold  !  on  seeing  the  invoice  it  was  by  Hill 
Evans,  the  well-known  makers — a  good  specimen  of  silent  H. 

We  trust  we  have  satisfied  "Medico*  by  giving  wider 
publicity  to  his  wit ;  at  any  rate,  we  are  glad  of  this 
evidence  that  photographers  have  such  a  poor  case  against 
chemists  that  they  find  it  necessary  to  abuse  the  defendant. 

"GOLD  BUG"  v.  "  SILVER  BUG." 
The  momentous  day  when  issue  between  McKinley  and 
gold  and  Bryan  and  silver  will  be  declared  is  drawing  near, 
and  in  the  course  of  next  month  the  intense  party  feeling 
that  now  divides  the  male  population  of  the  United  States 
will  begin  to  abate.  At  present  nothing  but  politics  is 
talked  in  the  States.  The  general  feeling  in  New  York 
seems  to  be  that  Bryan  hasn't  a  chance,  but  the  enthusiasm 
of  the  silver  man's  following  and  the  practical  solidarity  of 
the  South  and  West  in  his  favour  may  yet  go  near  towards 
carrying  Mr.  Bryan  to  the  White  House.  Some  of  our  New 
York  drug  contemporaries  have  taken  a  touch  of  the  political 
fever.  The  New  York  Shipping  List,  which  is  violently  on 
the  "  sound  money  "  side,  has  converted  itself  for  the  time 
being  into  a  "campaign  leaflet,"  publishing  week  by  week 
letters  from  its  subscribers,  including  many  prominent  New 
York  wholesale  druggists,  in  denunciation  of  Mr.  Bryan. 
The  New  York  Dreg  Club,  of  which  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Seabury  is 
President,  is  also  taking  an  unusually  active  part  on  the 
McKinleyite  side.  An  American  correspondent  sends  us  a 
boxful  of  "campaign  buttons"  and  other  party  favours, 
such  as  almost  every  politician  in  the  States  now  wears  in 
his  buttonhole  or  scarf.  These  badges  are,  it  appearf, 
largely  sold  by  American  pharmacists,  along  with  the  usual 
pharmaceutical  specialities,  such  as  soda-fountain  drinks 
wall-paper,  and  blacking.  The  badges  mostly  bear  the 
portraits  of  one  of  the  sets  of  candidates  for  the  Presidency 
and  Vice-Presidency.  The  Democratic  and  Republican 
candidates  are  as  like  a?  two  peas  in  appearance,  and  are 
both  draped  in  an  enamelled  Stars-and  Stripes.  But  they 
may  be  distinguished  by  their  mottoes,  and  especially  by 
the  different  shape  of  the  Vice-Presidential  candidates' 
moustaches.  McKinley  is  all  for  "  Protection  and  Sound 
Money " ;  Bryan  has  a  variety  of  mottoes,  "  No  Cross  of 
Gold,  No  Crown  of  Thorns  "  and  "  Sixteen  to  One  "  being 
the  leading  ones.  The  favours  also  include  a  nica  set  of 
pins  in  the  shape  of  gold  and  silver  ladybirds,  whose  backs 
are  decorated  with  the  American  flag.  One  is  the  McKinleyite 
"gold  bug,"  the  other  the  Bryanite  "silver  bug."  As  we 
hesitate  to  take  the  responsibility  of  turning  the  scale  in  the 
Presidential  contest,  we  refrain  from  saying  which  of  the 
two  bugs  we  think  the  nicer. 


Gelatine-coated  Pills. — We  described  two  years  ago 
the  method  by  which  Messrs.  Parke,  Davis  &  Co.  coat  pills 
with  gelatine.  The  pills  are  held  by  a  suction-machine 
invented  by  an  old  employe  of  the  firm,  which  invention  they 
purchased.  The  machine  was  patented.  Recently  another 
one  has  come  into  the  market,  and  this  Messrs.  Parke, 
Davis  &  Cc.  declare  is  an  infringement  of  their  patent.  Legal 
proceedings  against  several  Detroit  firms  are  pending. 


%  goofs'  Circular. 

THE  following  circular  has  this  week  been  received  by 
most  of  the  proprietors  of  patent  medicines  and  whole- 
sale dealers  therein.  It  emanates  from  "  Island  Street, 
Nottingham,  September,  1896  " : — 

Gentlemen, 

Ee  PROPRIETARY  ARTICLES  TRADE 
ASSOCIATION. 
As  you  may  have  noticed  the  strongly  antagonistic  posi- 
tion we  have  taken  to  this  Association,  we  think  it  due  to 
ourselves  to  explain  frankly  why  we  have  done  this,  and  also 
to  point  out  that  from  a  manufacturer's  point  of  view  there 
is  much  to  be  said  in  favour  of  keeping  the  trade  free  and 
open  as  against  any  system  of  restriction. 

  Some  few  manufacturers  of  proprie- 

~i[   tary  medicines  may  hardly  be  aware 
From  a  i10W  far  the  patent-medicine  trade  has 

poPrlf  ofvPeX.8       Fas6ed  out  of  the  hands  o£  the  regular 
I    old-fashioned,    high-priced  chemists, 

though  I  think  nearly  all  keen  ob- 
servers of  the  times  must  have  noticed  it.  My  opinion, 
based  not  enly  on  our  business,  but  on  an  extensive 
acquaintance  with  nearly  every  town  of  any  size  in 
England,  and  to  some  degree  in  Scotland,  is  that  three- 
fourths  of  the  trade  is  done  by  stores  and  pushing 
firms.  This  view  is  amply  supported  by  facts  embodied  in 
Editorial  Comments  on  the  Revenue  leports  contained  irr 
The  Chemist  and  Druggist  of  August  29,  1896,  from 
which  it  appears  that  31,592  licences  for  the  sale  of  patent 
medicines  were  issued  duiing  the  year  ending  March  31, 
1896 — that  is  to  say,  there  must  be  twice  as  many- 
licences  issued  to  persons  who  are  not  chemists  and 
druggists  as  to  persons  who  are.  The  increase  in 
licences  has  been  at  the  average  rate  of  1,100  per  annum 
during  the  last  ten  years,  and  this  is  almost  entirely  due  to 
licences  issued  to  firms  doing  business  on  progressive  lines. 
For  years  letters  have  now  and  again  appeared  in  the  trade 
journals  urging  the  manufacturers  to  raise  the  prices  of 
their  (say)  Is.  l^d.  articles  to  12s.  per  dozen,  not  with  any 
view  of  benefiting  the  manufacturer,  but  to  do  away  with 
the  object-lesson  (taught  by  comparing  face  values  with  the 
pi  ices  at  which  they  are  sold  by  progressive  firms)  of  the 
profits  there  have  been  in  the  drug-trade. 

We  have  noticed  that  a  firm  ot  manufacturers  who  have 
lately  compelled  retailers  to  raise  their  prices  to  1/-  per  box 
say  that  they  have  had  many  letters  of  thanks  from  chemists. 
I  do  not  doubt  this,  and  if  they  would  raise  their  prices  to 
1/l^d.  they  would  have  still  louder  thanks  from  some  section 
of  the  trade,  bat  not  from  the  section  who  are  doing  the 
business  for  them,  but  from  those  who  are  anxious  that  the 
business  should  be  destroyed  if  it  cannot  be  transferred  to 
them. 

I  am  sure  from  my  very  large  and  long  experience  of 
the  patent-medicine  trade  that  any  rise  in  prices,  after  the 
public  have  for  a  long  series  of  years  been  accustomed  to  a 
reduced  price,  will  have  a  most  detrimental  effect  on  sales. 
Those  who  are  raising  their  pi  ices  had  better  wait,  say,  a  couple 
of  years  before  they  can  really  judge  of  the  effect.  Hitherto 
there  has  beennoorganised  opposition  topi  icesbeing  advanced, 
but  now  progressive  firms  find  that  a  concerted  scheme  for  forc- 
ing them  to  raise  prices  is  being  attempted  they  will  natu- 
rally do  their  best  in  self  defence  to  thwart  any  such  plan. 
This  cannot  but  have  an  adverse  influence  on  the  sales, 
though  it  may  not  show  itself  immediately.  Temporarily 
the  demand  might  even  seem  to  increase — for  instance,  the 
sales  of  the  articles  at  present  scheduled  by  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  have  no  doubt  been  swelled  by 
the  purchases  of  firms  like  ourselves  who  have  bought  large 
stocks  in  anticipation  of  any  difficulty  there  might  be  in 
procuring  future  supplies. 

The  whole  secret  of  the  present  agita- 
tion is  that  the  old-fashioned  traders 
From  our  amongst  thechemists  have  all  along  been 

point  of  view.  g0  terribly  annoyed  at  the  great  differ- 
I  ence  shown  in  the  prices  of  firms  doing 

a  cash  store  trade  and  the  old-fashioned 
prices,  that  they  most  ardently  wish  them  to  be  raised  to 
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the  fall  face  value  of  the  various  articles,  that  is  1/1£  for 
l/l£  article  and  2/9  for  a  2/9  article.  That  is  simply  because 
the  sale  of  proprietary  articles  has  so  largely  passed 
out  of  their  hands  that  they  would  much  rather  see 
the  trade  destroyed  altogether  tnan  carried  on  under 
the  reformed  system  of  prices. 

Being  one  of  the  largest  fi  nu  (if  not  the  largest  in  the  king- 
dom) dealing  in  proprietary  articles  mostly  sold  by  chemists, 
we  think  it  grossly  unfair  to  ourselves  as  large  vendors  that 
prices  should  be  suddenly  raised  to  the  public  without  some 
explanation.  The  public  would  naturally  infer  that  we, 
having  first  obtained  a  splendid  business  by  our  low  prices, 
are  now  raising  them  to  the  level  of  those  of  ordinary 
re'a:lers,  therefore  I  feel,  in  justice  to  ourselves,  that  in 
futu-e  on  any  articles  thut  are  raised  in  price  we  must 
put  a  label  to  tell  the  public  that  the  makers  are  laising 
the  price,  and  not  ourselves.  Hitheito  we  have  boma  the 
odium  o'.  raised  prices,  but  I  think  thies  is  quite  unfair  to 
up,  and  in  future  we  must  let  the  public  know  the  real 
lewon  of  the  advance.  They  should  be  made  acquainted 
v  s  a  the  f  ict  that  prices  are  janed  simply  because  pressure 
has  been  put  upon  the  manufacturers  by  a  section  of  the  retail 
trace  of  whom  it  may  be  said  tuey  have  too  many  nostrums 
of  their  own,  and  are  too  well  up  in  counter- prescribing  to 
ever  be  i atisfied  with,  say,  2d  in  the  Is.  profit. 

Wry  shauld  any  ordinary  chemist  sell  Blank's  Liver 
Puis  at  1/-  a  box  costiDg  him  lOd  ,  when  if  he  sells  three- 
TSuyivorth  cf  his  own  make  he  will  clear  2id  1  Nothirg 
less  than  half  profit  would  induce  the  average  chemist  to 
push  other  men's  medicines,  so  it  is  not  at  all  the  question 
W-tt  jer  an  article  costing  9d.  or  lOd.  is  sold  for  9ld  or  ll- 
for  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Proprietary  Articles  '  Trade 
Association  remarked  that  if  they  are  allowed  10  %  profit 
il»  J  y  i  I  merely  take  10  %  interest  in  the  article,  and  only 
if  they  are  allowed  50  %  profit  will  they  take  50  %  intarest 
in  its  sale.  The  worst  substitutors  in  the  trade  are  the 
smallest  men,  who,  having  any  amount  of  time  on  their 
hands  and  very  little  capital,  are  too  glad,  as  I  have 
said  before,  to  sell  twopennyworto.  or  three  penny- 
worth of  their  nostrums  in  tne  place  of  a  proprietary 
article. 

On  the  other  hand,  large  firms  are  too  busy  to  push  their 
own  goods  to  anything  like  the  same  extent,  and,  moreover 
they  know  very  well  that  indiscriminate  and  too  zealous 
pushing  would  be  injurious  to  their  own  interests,  whereas 
the  business  ideas  of  ordinary  chemists  are  too  retail  to  do 
justice  to  the  demand  for  proprietary  goods  at  any  such 
limited  percentage  of  profit  as  2d  in  the  shilling. 

I  wished  to  lay  my  view  of  the  case  fully  and  frankly 
before  you,  and  I  think  I  have  also  shown  that  there  are 
substantial  reasons  why  manufacturers  should  decline  to 
support  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association.

A  N  l?qlleSt  WaS  held  afc  PenDal>ce,  Gwennap,  on  Monday,  by 
Xi  Mr.  K  L.  Cariyon,  relative  to  the  death  of  Annie  Frances- 
Martin,  aged  11.  wno  died  on  Sunday.  The  Coroner  stated 
mat  it  was  reported  the  girl  died  of  diphtheria,  and  that  the 
only  person  wno  had  seen  her  in  a  medical  capacity  was  a 
Mr.  ho  we,  chemist,  Kediuth. 

Jane  Martin,  mother  of  the  deceased,  depesed  that  on 
Sunday,  beptember  20,  Annie  became  unwell,  and  on  Friday 
she  sent  tor  Mr.  Rowe,  who  lived  at  Kediutb,  and  was  a  doctor, 
bnc i  had  him  when  her  little  boy  was  ill,  and  no  other 
medical  advice  was  obtained,  Dr.  Rowe  giving  a  certificate 
that  her  son  died  from  inflammation  of  the  brain.  She 
aehcnbtd  how  Mr.  Eowe  had  visited  the  girl.  He  examined 
her  throat,  and  painted  her  neck,  but  did  not  take  her 
temperatuie.  Ihe  patient  continued  to  get  worse,  though 
she  gave  the  medicine  Mr.  Kowe  sent,  and  applied  poultices, 
bhe  gradually  sank  until  Sunday  evening,  when  she  died. 
On  tneir  sending  to  Mr.  Rowe  for  a  certificate  he  asked 
ihem  to  supply  tne  age  of  the  child  and  how  long  she  had 
been  ill.  & 

^,Mrf:Ja^eTlegiI&as.  another  witness,  was  of  the  opinion 
that  Mr.  Rowe  was  a  doctor. 

Mr.  Sampson  Taylor  Rowe  stated  that  he  was  a  chemist* 
of  Ktdruth,  and  held  no  diploma  as  a  surgeon  or  physician. 
His  doctor  s  degree  was  that  of  a  doctor  in  science.  He 
was  a  surgeon-oentist,  and  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  When 
deceased  smother  called  she  said  the  little  girl  was  suffer- 
ing from  a  cold,  and  was  feverish,  with  a  sore  throat.  He 
made  up  an  ordinary  fever-mixture  and  a  powder  He  knew 
her  constitution,  and  had  often  prescribed  without  seeing 
her.  .Later  in  the  evening,  by  request,  he  visited  her,  and 
lound  her  in  a  state  of  collapse.  Her  throat  was  extensively 
ulcerated,  and  her  breath  very  offensive.  There  was  con- 
gestion ot  both  lungs  and  acute  laryngitis.  There  was  also 
a  slight  appearance  of  diphtheria  throat,  though  not  from 
Diooa-poisomcg,  but  from  congestion  of  the  lungs.  He  put 
a  llj -ouster  to  each  side  of  the  throat,  with  the  idea  of 
reducing  the  inllammation.  He  ordered  them  to  apply 
innate  of  silver  to  the  throat  with  a  brush,  but  she  was  too 
far  gone  for  that.  The  patient  could  not  have  stood  steam- 
ing. From  the  first  he  saw  that  there  was  no  chance  for 
tn«  child. 

Ihe  Ooroner:  when  yOU  saw  the  critical  condition  in 
which  sjje  Wag)  it  not  occur  t0  j0„  that  somebody  else 
ought  t0  be  called  in? — Witness:  Yes;  but  before  anyone 
could  nave  come  she  would  have  been  dead.  I  did  not 
fcugge3t  caiimg  m  anyone  because  it  would  have  been  hope- 
leas.^  Whenever  I  get  a  severe  case  I  always  call  in  a 
™^lcal  man.    Her  temperature  on  Saturday  was  nearly 

'•^De  Coroner :  Is  it  not  very  important  that  the  tempera- 
tnre  should  be  watched  ? — Witness  :  Yes,  as  a  rale  ;  but  in  a 
collapSing  case  j  don't,  think  it  matters  much.  Mr.  Rowe 
added  that  he  scarcely  expected  to  find  the  child  alive  on 
tnB  Saturday  morning.  He  was  not  sufficient  surgeon  to 
Perrorm  an  operation.  It  did  not  strike  him  that  he  was 
tafcing  upon  himself  a  very  serious  responsibility  in  not 
calijrjg  m  someone  else.  When  he  saw  the  patient  on 
Satorday  he  was  absolutely  certain  that  the  case  was  mortal, 
atld  that  he  could  not  do  any  good  if  he  was  there  every 
nour.  When  death  took  place  he  usually  gave  a  paper, 
stating  that  he  certified  the  person  died  of  a  certain  disease, 
and  signed  his  name.  It  was  his  practice  to  instruct  them 
to  take  these  to  the  registrar,  who  accepted  them.  It  never 
occurred  to  him  that  he  had  no  authority  to  give  such  cer- 
tificates. Once  his  authority  was  questioned,  action  having 
been  brought  against  him  by  the  Apothecaries'  Society,  but 
the  result  was  a  nonsuit.  It  had  since  been  settled  for  all 
time  that  a  qualified  surgeon-dentist,  or  qualified  chemist, 
could  practise  medicine.  When  he  had  a  case  of  infectious 
disease  he  repoited  the  fact  to  the  medical  officer  of  health 
individually,  but  never  filled  out  the  form  provided  for  by 
the  Act  of  1889.  He  had  treated  pretty  well  every  kind  of 
disease  in  his  time.  This  child  died  from  congestion  of  the 
lungs  and  laryngitis,  and  not  from  diphtheria.    He  had  had 
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rases  of  diphtheria,  not  long  ago  being  called  to  one  at  Bast 
End,  Redruth.  Then  he  had  a  second  opinion.  No  doctor  in 
Redruth  would  go  in  consultation  with  him.  He  referred 
the  patients  to  medical  gentlemen  who  had  the  good  sense 
to  cast  their  prejudices  aside.  If  they  did  not  he  should 
get  a  qualified  assistant  down  at  once.  He  did  not  charge 
for  visits,  but  for  medicine,  and  for  horse  hire  when  journeys 
were  long. 

The  Coroner  then  addressed  the  jury,  severely  commenting 
upon  Mr.  Rowe's  conduct.  He  considered  that  if  Mr.  Rowe 
was  negligent  by  not  calling  in  proper  medical  aid,  and 
that  in  consequence  the  child's  death  was  accelerated,  they 
mutt  bring  in  a  verdict  of  manslaughter.  He  wished  it  to 
be  understood  that  no  registrar  in  his  division  was  to  accept 
the  certificate  of  an  unqualified  man.  One  of  the  registrars 
had  told  him  that  he  had  registered  many  a  death  on  Mr. 
Rowe's  certificate.  That  was  entirely  improper  and  must 
not  occur. 

The  jury  held  a  short  deliberation,  and  the  inquest  was 
adjourned  until  Thursday,  ia  order  that  Dr.  Permewan  might 
be  requested  to  make  a pmt  mortem  examination. 

Dp  to  the  moment  of  going  to  press  we  have  not  received 
a  report  of  the  adjourned  inquest.

Rohrweger  — In  Mr.  Julius  Charles  Rohrweger,  who  died 
on  September  27  at  his  residence,  9  Clarendon  Gardens, 
Maida  Vale,  N.W.,  in  his  82nd  year,  the  last  of  the  foreign 
druggists  who  settled  in  this  country  before  the  middle  of 
the   century  and  established    flourishing  businesses  has 
passed  away.    Mr.  Rohrweger  was  a  native  of  Nuremberg,  in 
Southern  Germany,  and  learned  the  drug-trade,  it  is  believed, 
in  the  wholesale  firm  of  Miller  &  Co  in  that  city.    At  an 
early  age  he  appears  to  have  gone  to  Stuttgart,  and  to  have 
had  some  connection  with  the  firm  of  Jobst  &  Co.,  the 
quinine- manufacturers,  but,  as  none  of  Mr.  Rohrweger's  con- 
temporaries  of  those  days  survive,  it  cannot  ba  ascer- 
tained in  what  capacity,  he  was  connected  with  that  house. 
Mr.  Rohrweger  emigrated  to  England  in  the  early  forties 
and  entered  the  firm  of  David  Satow  &  Co.,  of  Love  Lane, 
Eastcheap,  then  the  principal  drug-house  in  the  Russian 
trade.    After  a  short  time  Mr.  Rohrweger  set  up  in  business 
for  himself  in  Mark  Lane  as  an  export- druggist.    The  trade 
to  which  the  deceased  gentleman  devoted  himself  was  then, 
at  any  rate  so  far  as  export  to  the  Continent  was  concerned, 
in  very  few  bands,  and  as  London  was  practically  the  only 
centre  of  distribution  for  non-European  drugs,  the  business 
was  naturally  a  very  profitable  one.    Of  the  firms  who  com- 
peted with  Mr.  Rohrweger  in  those  days,  but  had  been 
founded  before  bis  own,  we  believe  that  those  of  August 
Faber  &  Co.  and  Aug.  &  Geo.    Fischer    are   the  only 
ones  now  remaining.    Mr.  Rohrweger  was  exceedingly  suc- 
cessful, and  gradually  the  operations  of  his  firm  extended  all 
over  the  world.    The  importation  of  musk,  rhubarb,  and 
other  Chinese  drugs  became  one  of  the  specialities  of  his 
house,  and  continued  so  until  within  recent  years.  There 
were  many  drugs  in  which  Mr.  Rohrweger  used  to  have  a 
practical  monopoly.    He  also  did  a  large  business  as  buying- 
agent  for  a  continental  firm  of  quinine-manufacturers,  and 
dealt  extensively  in  oils  and  "  Baltic  "  goods.  Mr.  Rohrweger 
rapidly  made  a  fortune,  which  is  said  to  have  been  greatly 
increased  at  the  time  of  the  Ameiican  Civil  War,  when  the 
house  carried  on  a  very  profitable  business  with  the  Norther/i 
States.    During  the  past  forty  years  Mr.  Rohrweger's  firm, 
occupied  an  old  and  somewha*  dark  house  in  Fen  Court, 
Fenchurch  Street.    That  house,  which  has  been  demolished 
within  the  past  two  years  to  give  way  to  a  modern  building, 
figures  (possibly  unknown  to  any  of  its  former  occupants) 
in  a  well-known  novel,  for  it  was  there  that  the  hero  of  Mrs. 
J.  H.  Riddell's  "George  Geith  of  Fen  Court"  was  supposed 
to  have  his  offices.    A  few  years  ago  Mr.  Rohrweger  retired 
from  active  business,  and  shortly  afterwprds  the  drug  branch 
of  the  business  was  transferred  to  another  firm.  The 
oil-trade  branch   remained,  but  in  the  course  of  the 
last  three  years  the  firm  has  ceased  to  exist.     No  man 
in    Mincing  Lane  was    more    justly  popular  than  Mr. 
Rohrweger,  and  none  will  be  more  sinceiely  regretted  by 
those  who  knew  him  well.    His  liberality  was  proverbial. 
Himself  always  upright  in  basiness,  he  judged  all  men  by 
his  own  standard,  and  often  paid  dearly  for  his  confidence. 
His  public  and  private  bsnetactions  during  his  business 
career  must  have  amounted  to  a  small  fortune.    At  one  time 
Mr.  Rohrweger  was  very  wealthy,  but  during  the  last  ten 
years  he  had  great  money  less.-s.    The  funeral  took  place  on 
Thursday  at  Loughton,  Essex,  where  the  deceased  formerly 
had  a  large  residence.    Fifteen  years  ago,  had  Mr.  Rohr- 
weger died  then,  the  drug-sales  would,  perhaps,  have  been 
postponed  in  token  of  respect,  and  references  would  certainly 
have  been  made  to  the  event  by  some  of  the  prominent 
members  of  the  trade.    At  Thursday's  auctions,  however,  no 
word  was  spoken  in  public.

Itiacjarti  Cljloote  of  ipofasjr. 

MR.  O  E.  DUNLAP  describes,  in  a  recent  issue  of  the 
Electrician,  the  works  of  the  Chemical  Construction 
Company  at  Niagara  Falls,  which  are  bow,  he  states,  in 
operation.  The  company  have  leased  8  acres  of  larjd,  which 
includes  permission  to  use  4,000  h.-p.  of  electricity;  but 
at  present  they  have  built  but  three  workshops  on  a  small 
portion  of  the  land,  and  aie  using  600  h.-p.  They  are 
making  chlorates  by  the  Blumbenberg  process,  and  propose  to 
make  chloroform  and  iodoform  later  on. 

In  making  chlorate  of  potash,  the  process  is  started  by 
dissolving  the  chloride  in  five  tanks  of  3,000  gallons 
capacity.  From  these  tanks  the  solution  is  pumped  by 
steam  to  the  upper  floor  of  the  main  building,  where  it 
passes  through  niters,  and  then  into  a  storage-tank  of 
4,000  gallons  capacity.  From  this  tank  the  solution  is 
tapped  off  for  use  in  the  pot-room  on  the  same  floor.  The 
main  switchboard  controlling  the  flow  of  the  electric  current 
is  on  the  east  side  of  the  building  and  above  the  transformer- 
room.  In  addition  to  this  main  switch,  each  pot  has  a 
switch  by  which  it  can  be  thrown  in  or  out  of  circuit. 
There  are  sixty  pots,  8  feet  long  and  4  feet  or 
5  feet  wide,  made  of  iron  and  lined  with  porcelain. 


The  pets  are  all  insulated  one  from  the  other,  and  also  from 
the  floor.  In  these  pots  the  chloride  solution  is  decomposed, 
formiDg  the  chlorate,  which  is  allowed  to  run  down  to  the 
I  first  floor  into  porcelain-lined  crystallising  tanks  or  pans, 
then  into  lead-lined  pans,  and  finally  into  wooden  pans, 
shown  in  the  above  illustration,  after  which  it  is 
shovelled  up  and  thrown  into  a  centrifugal  dryer.  It  is 
next  placed  in  the  dry  room,  where  the  remaining  moisture 
i  s  r  mwed,  after  which  it  goes  into  the  pacEing-room, 
where  it  is  put  up  in  100-lb.  kegs  and  sealed  for  shipment. 
From  the  time  the  chloride  solution  enters  the  pot-room  to 
the  time  the  chlorate  is  ready  for  shipment  about  twenty- 
four  hours  elapse.  The  present  capacity  of  the  plant  is 
about  one  ton  of  chlorate  of  potash  per  day. 

Mr.  Dunlap  describes  the  electrical  equipment,  and  adds 
that  chlorate  of  potash  is  now  made  by  three  electrical 
processes — namely,  those  employed  by  Gall  and  Montlauer, 
of  France ;  by  Franchot  &  Gibbs,  of  Buckingham  (Canada) ; 
and  Blambenberg's  process  employed  by  the  Chemical  Con- 
struction Company.

THE  week  has  been  characterised  by  a  decidedly  brisker 
tone  in  business  all  round.

The  sixteen  catalogues  comprised 
an  aggregate  of  1,581  lots,  of  which  872  lots  changed  hands 
during  the  sale,  the  total  being  largely  made  up  by*vanilla 
and  new-crop  Tinevelly  senna.  Turning  to  details,  we  have 
to  report  a  weaker  market  and  fractionally  lower"prices_for 
citric  and  tartaric  acids.  Carbolic  and  oxalic  acids  are 
quiet  and  steady.  Quinine  unchanged.  Permanganate  of 
potash  has  again  been  raised  in  price  by  the  manufacturers. 
Cream  of  tartar  steady.  Cinchonidine  in  demand  at  higher 
rates.  Heavy  chemicals,  especially  sodas  and  potashes,  are 
unaltered.  Chlorate  of  potash  is  weak.  In  borax  an  early 
decline  is  anticipated  in  some  quarters.  Phenacetin 
dull.  Sulphur  tending  firmer.  In  tha  drug-market  we 
have  to  report  a  considerable  advance  in  a9afoetida. 
Cape  aloes  slightly  easier  for  gool  qualities;  Curacio  neg- 
lected. Balsam  copaiba  firm.  Siam  benzoin  rather  easier ;  good 
Sumatra  steady.  Buchu-leaves  steady.  Crude  camphor  is 
firm,  but  without  much  business.  Cubebs  quite  neglected,  and 
barely  maintained  in  price.  Calumba  firm.  Cascara  sagrada 
offers  cheaply.  Cascariila  somewhat  firm.  Cardamoms  in 
request  at  an  average  advance  of  about  3^.  Castorum 
sold  well  to-day.  Gam  elemi  again  easier.  Ergot  of  rye 
steady.  Gamboge  rather  firmer.  Gsntian  in  better  request. 
Tolu  balsam  is  dearer,  and  honey  has  also  an  upward 
tendency.  Cantor  oil  is  dearer  all  round.  Cod-liver  oil  and 
saffron  very  firm.  Tragacanth  has  been  in  more  demand  at 
easier  rates.  Msnthol  is  steadier.  Chamomiles  firm.  Ipecacu- 
anha steadier  for  Brazilian.  Gam  kino  neglected.  Musk 
rather  easier.  Opium  tendiog  downwards  for  druggists'  and 
manufacturing  kinds.  Star-anise  oil  barely  maintained. 
Cassia  unchanged.  Citronella  slightly  firmer.  Japanese 
peppermint  firmer.  Eucalyptus  oil  in  better  request. 
Orris-root  tending  higher.  Senna  sold  well  for  ordi- 
nary qualities.  Jamaica  sirsaparilla  firmly  held.  In 
drysalteries,  oils,  &c,  the  following  are  the  principal 
changes  : — Japan  wax  has  risen  to  famine-prices ;  turmeric  is 
much  firmer ;  shellac  is  also  dearer.

The  Smyrna  Opium-market* 

Our  advices  from  Smyrna  are  to  the  effect  that  prices  are 
generally  lower.  This  is  owing  to  the  fact  that,  in  view  of 
the  general  political  state  of  Turkey,  the  banks  refuse  to 
make  any  further  advances  on  opium  at  present.  The  ex- 
change is  constantly  falling,  and  as  it  is  difficult  to  effect 
any  dealings  except  on  the  basis  of  hard  cash,  a  number  of 
the  needier  holders  are  compelled  to  sell  at  a  great  sacrifice. 
Our  correspondent,  however,  thinks  that  the  bottom  point 
has  almost  been  reached,  and  that  a  shilling  advance  all 
round  is  quite  possible  as  toon  as  any  demand  makes  itself 
felt  on  the  part  of  the  consumers  or  of  capitalists  who  con- 
sider opium  a  safe  investment,  for  the  stocks  are  small  every- 
where, and  the  crop  has  been  notoriously  deficient  The 
arrivals  from  the  beginning  of  the  season  to  September  19 
were  1,300  cases,  against  2,380  at  the  corresponding  time  of 
1895.  Sales  daring  the  week  amount  to  33  cases  of  the  new 
crop,  which  sold  at  the  parity  of  from  8s  9d.  to  9s.  per  lb., 
f.o  b.,  according  to  quality.  About  70  cases  were  rejected 
by  the  buyers,  owing  to  insufficient  quality.

the  exact  strength,  which  was  somewhat  stronger  than  my 
finding.  I  send  you  herewith  the  name  of  the  firm,  and  I 
will  write  and  ask  them  to  vindicate  the  alcoholic  strength 
of  their  excellent  wine.  It  is  a  matter  of  great  importance 
that  orange-wine  for  quinine  should  be  sound  and  free  from 
ferments,  which  are  in  natural  wines  in  many  cases,  and 
which  add  to  rheumatic  and  neuralgic  pains.

[The  method  by  which  "  A  Rsader"  determined  his  per- 
centages is  Mr.  Baiker  Smith's,  which  depends  upon  the  in- 
crease of  temperature  observed  when  5  volumes  of  water 
are  mixed  with  1  volume  of  the  spirituous  liquid,  both  being 
exactly  at  the  same  temperature  at  the  time  of  mixiDg,  the 
mixture  being  shaken  five  seconds,  and  the  temperature  read 
off  in  twenty  seconds.  The  following  is  Mr.  Barker  Smith's 
abbreviated  table  for  reckoning  the  percentages  oE  alcohol, 
the  degrees  of  heat  being  on  Fahrenheit's  scale  : —

The  method  is  not  devoid  of  interest,  and  we  tried  it  in  May 
last  with  the  following  results  : — 

1.  8ample  of  rectified  spirit,  sp.  gr.  0  8225  =  93  3  per  cent, 
alcohol  by  volume.    Two  reading:*  by  Barker  Smith's  method 

(a)  increased  from  64  5°  to  73°  =  8  5°  =  90  per  cent,  by 
volume  ;  (t)  increased  from  64°  to  73°  =  9°  =  93  5  per  cent 
by  volume. 

We  may  say  that  these  percentages  are  not  calculated  from 
the  above  table,  but  from  the  complete  oBe  supplied  with 
Mr.  Barker  Smith's  apparatus.  This  "table  is  constructed 
from  experiments  macle  with  the  accompanying  thermometer 
and  five  centims  of  water  and  alcohol  in  thin  half-ouoc<? 
bottle,  whereby  absolute  alcohol  stands  at  14°  instead  of  9°. 
It  is  especially  suitable  for  the  weaker  alcohols." 

(2)  Liq.  Aconiti  pro  Tinctura  (Fletcher),— (a)  Two  readings, 
68°  to  75  5°.  mean  difference  7  75°  =  83  per  cent,  by  volume  ; 

(b)  by  distillation,  81-5  per  cent,  by  volume. 

C3)  Liq.  Camph.  Co  (Fletcher).— (a)  63°  to  73°  and  67°  to 
72°,  difference  5°  =  57  per  ceat.  by  volume ;  (i)  by  distillation, 
53  5  per  cent,  by  volume. 

(4>  Liq.  Hyosoyami  (Fletcher).— (a)  Three  readings,  68  5° 
to  74°,  70°  to  75°,  and  70°  to  74°,  mean  -Terence  4  8°  =  55 
per  cent,  by  volume  ;  (£>)  by  distillation,  53  5. 

(5)  Liq.  Scillse  (Fletcher).—  (a)  68°  to  72  5°  and  68°  to 
72  5°,  difference  4'5°  =  53  per  cen!i.  by  volume ;  (&)  by  distilla 
tion,  38  5  per  cent,  by  volume. 


These  results  show  that  with  increase  of  solids  in  the 
liquids  the  method  becomes  unreliable.  Consideration  also 
shows  that  the  increase  in  temperature  must  be  influenced 
by  other  factors,  such  as  the  vessel  in  which  the  operation  is 
conducted.  Moreover,  the  existence  of  two  different  sets  of 
calculating  factors  does  not  sustain  confidence  in  the  method. 
We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  F.  W.  Fletcher  for  checking  the 
distillation  observations. — Ed.  C.  Sf  Z>.] 

SiE. — I  have  read  with  much  interest  the  recent  corre- 
spondence in  your  columns  respecting  the  qualities  of  orange- 
wine,  and,  having  bad  a  long  and  practical  experience  on 
the  subject,  I  venture  to  offer  a  few  remarks,  which  may 
help  to  clear  the  ground  of  what  seems  to  me  some  con- 
fusion and  a  want  of  further  information.  What  are  the 
characteristics  of  a  good  B.P.  orange-wine  ? 

1st.  The  alcoholic  strength  obtained  by  distillation  ought 
not  to  be  less  than  23  per  cent,  of  proof  spirit,  which  is 
equivalent  to  about  13  5  per  cent,  by  volume  of  absolute 
alcohol, 

2nd.  It  ought  to  be  brilliant,  free  from  tannin  and  yeast- 
cells,  and  remain  bright  when  mixed  with  quinine  and  citric 
acid. 

3rd.  It  ought  to  possess  the  fine,  delicate  flavour  of  the 
Seville  orange-peel ;  this  property  can  only  be  gauged  by 
the  taste.  I  have  met  with  samples  of  so-called  orange-wine 
that  were  quite  innocent  of  this  flavour. 

As  regards  the  specific  gravity  and  the  quantity  of  dry 
extractive  matter  contained  in  the  wine,  1  consider  these 
misleading  and  of  no  importance,  as  they  are  governed  by 
the  quantity  of  free  sugar  left  in  the  wine  after  fermentation. 
I  would  be  glad  to  supply  any^who  wish  with  specimens  of  .a 
standard  vin.  aurantii.

Assistants  in  India. 

Sin.— Will  you  allow  me  to  state  a  few  facts  in  reply  to 
the  letters  that  you  have  published  from  time  to  time  from 
dissatisfied  chemists'  assistants  in  India  1  Your  correspon- 
dent of  September  12  states  "  that  inducements  are  offered 
by  agents  on  this  side  in  ihe  way  of  shorter  hours,  more 
money,  and  perhaps  less  work,"  and  adds  that  these  form 
part  of  the  bright  side  only  of  the  picture,  and  that  the 
other  side  is  studiously  withheld  from  view. 

In  respect  to  Shorter  Boars. — In  this  country  the  hours  of 
a  chemist's  assistant  are  from  9  am,  to  9  or  10  p.m  , 
including  Saturdays,  and  often  Sundays  ;  in  India  they  are 
from  9  a.m.  till  6.30  or  7  p  m.,  Saturdays  9  a.m.  till  2  p.m., 
and  Sundays  off  duty.  As  to  feeling  more  inclined  to  go  to- 
bed  after  a  day's  duty  than  anytbicg  else,  my  experience, 
which  ranged  over  twenty- five  years  in  different  parts  of 
India,  was  very  different.  Except  during  the  hot  season  I 
enjoyed  outdoor  exercise  both  mornings  and  evenings,  and 
even  now  am  in  the  enjoyment  of  perfect  health.  Many 
men  whom  I  knew  dariog  my  long  residence  in  India, 
enjoyed  a  similar  experience.  Of  course  much  depends  on 
one's  constitution,  and  more  on  the  habits  of  life. 

More  Money. — In  this  country  the  average  salary  of  an 
assistant  is  too  well  known  to  need  comments  here.  In 
India  an  assistant  (junior)  starts  on  an  average  salary  of 
170r.  a  month,  which,  taking  the  rupee  at  Is.  2^d ,  is 
101.  5s.  5d.,  with  an  increase  each  year  of  22r.  per  month, 
for  the  first  agreement.  He  has  also  furnished  apartments 
found,  and  one  tax  only  to  pay— viz.,  3  per  cent,  income-tax. 
Should  be  be  "  any  good,"  as  your  correspondent  puts  it,  he 
may,  after  the  termination  of  his  first  agreement,  make 
much  better  terms  for  himself.  LiviDg  is  very  cheap  in 
India  when  confined  to  the  produce  of  the  country.  General 
expenses  need  not  exceed  those  of  living  aDj where  in  Eng- 
land. 

Less  Work. — It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  an  assistant 
has  far  more  work  in  India  than  at  home,  even  supposing 
that  he  did  his  best  during  the  hours  he  is  on  duty.  As 
regards  the  native  compounders  alluded  to,  who  are  "  so 
unreliable,  and  give  an  endless  amount  of  trouble  and 
anxiety,"  they  resemble  the  general  run  of  dispensers  in 
this  country — 7iz.,  there  are  amorg  them  very  goDd,  bad) 
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and  indifferent.  I  have  in  my  mind,  while  writing,  one  of 
the  first-named.  He  has  served  the  firm  with  which  I  am 
connected  for  fifteen  years,  is  universally  respected  and 
trusted,  and  there  are  many  snch. 

In  conclusion,  Sir,  if  many  of  the  disappointed  assistants 
studied  more  how  they  might  best  serve  their  employers, 
instead  of  enlarging  on  imaginary  grievances,  they  would 
better  serve  their  own  interest. 

Another  View  of  the  Case.  (30/96.) 

London,  September  30. 

[We  have  had  the  opportunity  lately  of  speaking  with 
seveial  assistants  who  have  been  or  are  still  engaged  with 
firms  in  India,  acd  their  views  coincide  closely  with  the 
foregoing.  The  general  opinion  is  that  it  is  common  to 
feel  disappointment  shortly  after  arrival,  but  as  soon  as  one 
gets  accustomed  to  the  changed  style  of  business  and  work, 
the  ground  for  grumbling  goes.  The  statement  that  renewed 
engagements  are  better  than  the  first  also  accords  with  our 
experience.  We  know  assistants  of  more  than  six  years' 
experience  in  India  who  are  receiving  in  rupee  cnrrency  from 
350;!.  to  550Z.  a  year,  and  there  are  few  owners  of  drug 
establishments  in  India  who  have  not  gone  out  as  assistants 
and  worked  their  way  up. — Ed.  C.  4'  -O.] 


Fighting  the  Dentists. 

Slit  — I  think  it  is  much  to  be  regretted  that  chemists  are 
entering  upon  a  fight  with  dentists.  We  are  ourselves  fight- 
ing for  freedom  from  unqualified  competition,  and  I  think 
we  ought  rather  to  offer  to  dentists  our  fullest  sj  mpathy  with 
their  fight  (which  is  exactly  similar  to  our  own)  than  take 
<up  arms  against  them.  Of  course  we  all  recognise  the  great 
service  you  have  done  to  pharmacy  in  the  past,  through 
the  agency  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and  we  quite 
recognise  that  you  are  undertaking  the  present  fight  entirely 
in  the  interests  of  chemists,  and  at  great  personal  bother  and 
inconvenience,  but  for  my  part  I  have  no  hesitation  in  say- 
ing that  this  is  a  step  in  the  wrong  direction.  It  is,  in 
my  opinion,  very  undesirable  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
should  be  found  fighting  for  freedom  from  unqualified  com- 
petition, whilst  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  is  making  an 
attack  upon  a  profession  with  which  our  training  has  nothing 
to  do,  and  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  which  we  have 
given  no  proof  of  qualification.  The  general  public  will  not 
tie  able  to  draw  a  line  of  distinction  between  the  actions  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  actions  of  the  C.  S?  B., 
with  the  inevitable  result  that  chemists  will  be  looked  upon 
more  than  ever  as  a  class  of  men  who  fight  for  a  monopoly  in 
their  own  profession  and  as  large  a  slice  of  the  professions  of 
other  people  as  they  can  get.  Hitherto  our  fight  has  been  a 
perfectly  legitimate  one,  and  I  think  sympathy  throughout 
the  country  is  growing  in  our  favour,  but  I  do  not  consider 
this  fight  a  fair  one.  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  Dentists 
Act,  and  do  not  know  what  weak  points  there  may  be  in  it, 
but  I  do  contend  that  we  ought  not.  of  all  men,  to  use  micro- 
scopes in  examining  it.  Dentists  have  severe  examinations 
to  go  through,  and  I  think  they  have  a  perfect  right  to 
demand  protection  from  the  State  for  proof  of  qualification 
exacted.  I  can  quite  understand  manufacturers  of  patent 
medicines  favouring  this  move,  but  who  made  it  neces- 
sary for  chemists  to  eke  out  a  living  by  dabbling  in  half-a- 
dozen  different  trades  or  professions  ?  I  must  also  say  that  I 
fully  sympathise  with  chemists  who  are  forced  to  add  to  a 
acanty  income  by  drawing  teeth,  &c,  as  a  result  of  illegal 
competition,  but  to  fight  for  what  is  morally  wrong,  if  not 
actually  illegal,  because  we  suffer  from  what  is  in  reality 
illegal,  cannot  b8  right.  We  ought  to  throw  all  our  energy 
into  an  attempt  to  secure  the  diug  business  for  the  chemist, 
and  leave  the  dentist  to  secure  the  whole  practice  of  his 
profession.  It  is  in  the  highest  interests  of  humanity  that 
the  duties  of  each  profession  be  discharged  only  by  men 
skilled  in  that  profession,  and  I  believe  that  we  cannot  suc- 
ceed better  than  by  taking  up  this  dignified  attitude,  and 
leaving  the  dentists  to  do  the  same.
